EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  MEETING 

WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 
LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE 
AUGUST  15,  1956 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service  met  in  called  session  in  Science  Hall  of 
Centenary  College  at  2:30  P.  M.  on  August  15,  1956.  Upon  arrival, 
members  of  the  committee  were  served  refreshments  by  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  Broadmoor  Methodist  Church. 

Members  attending  were:  Mesdames  C.  I.  Jones,  G.  W.  Pomeroy, 
James  C.  Whitaker,  J.  H.  McSween,  Lee  Tidwell,  M.  R.  Tatum,  Wide- 
man  Watson,  F.  C.  Haley,  Minza  Rabun,  G.  W.  Dameron,  Glenn  E. 
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Laskey,  J.  T.  Eubank,  W.  C.  McDonald,  P.  D.  Lambert,  George  Thom- 
as, Carl  Gallaher,  Carl  Dethloff,  T.  M.  Ellis,  L.  H.  Cashen,  A.  J.  Mc- 
Grede,  R.  S.  Wynn,  B.  F.  Patterson. 

Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones,  the  president,  called  the  meeting  to  order  and 
led  in  prayer. 

The  president  announced  that  Miss  Lois  Schwarze  will  be  the 
new  worker  at  Dulac  Indian  Mission  and  that  Miss  Carolyn  Grisham 
is  leaving  St.  Mark’s  Community  Center.  Mrs.  J.  H.  McSween  brought 
greetings  from  Miss  Margaret  Wade  Campbell.  Corrections  were  made 
to  the  directory  of  conference  and  district  officers. 

Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron  led  the  group  in  prayer  in  memory  of  Mrs. 
Minza  Rabun’s  mother. 

The  secretary  read  part  of  a letter  from  Miss  Patricia  Jones,  a 
student  from  Roanoke,  Va.,  who  had  worked  for  six  weeks  this  sum- 
mer with  Miss  Shiela  Nuttall.  Miss  Jones  expressed  appreciation  for 
the  opportunity  which  had  been  hers  and  stated  that  she  was  dedi- 
cating her  life  to  Christian  service. 

The  Administrative  Committee  announced  (1)  that  Mrs.  F.  C.  Ha- 
ley will  serve  as  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  to  fill  the  place 
of  Mrs.  Robley  Davis  who  had  to  resign  her  office  because  of  ill 
health  and  (2)  that  Mrs.  W.  E.  Trice  will  be  secretary  of  Youth  Work 
to  fill  the  vacancy  left  by  Mrs.  W.  F.  Manning  who  resigned  because 
of  taking  a position.  Mrs.  Minza  Rabun  moved  that  the  Executive 
Committee  ratify  these  appointments.  Motion  was  seconded  and 
unanimously  approved. 

Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron  expressed  regret  that  she  could  not  re- 
main on  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  Committee.  Mrs.  Glenn  E. 
Laskey  submitted  the  name  of  Mrs.  W.  E.  Trice  to  succeed  Mrs.  Dam- 
eron, as  chairman.  Mrs.  J.  H.  McSween  made  the  motion  that  the 
nomination  be  accepted.  It  was  seconded  and  carried. 

The  president  called  on  Mrs.  Glenn  E.  Laskey  to  relate  the  plan 
under  which  Miss  Elizabeth  Thompson  had  done  rural  work  in  the 
conference  for  the  past  ten  years.  Miss  Thompson  has  worked  jointly 
under  the  Woman’s  Division  and  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Lou- 
isiana Conference.  She  has  not  severed  her  connection  with  the  Wom- 
an’s Division  but  at  the  present  time  Miss  Thompson  is  an  employee 
of  the  Board  of  Education  doing  adult  work  on  a temporary  basis. 
Her  supplies  have  been  transferred  to  Miss  Shiela  Nuttall.  They 
will  be  used  by  the  new  worker  who  is  to  come  to  Louisiana  the 
first  of  this  year. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  McSween  made  the  motion  that  the  conference  pay 
fifty  dollars  per  month  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Thompson  as  a love  gift 
for  the  remainder  of  the  year,  if  she  is  in  our  conferrence  for  that 
long  a period.  Motion  seconded  and  carried. 

Mrs.  Lee  Tidwell  moved  that  the  supply  money  of  less  than 
$3,000  be  deposited  in  a savings  account  and  earmarked  for  a new 
car  for  the  new  worker  when  one  is  sent  to  our  conference  and  that 
Miss  Cornelia  Russell  of  the  Woman’s  Division  be  notified  of  the  ac- 
tion. Motion  seconded  and  carried. 

The  president  asked  that  the  date  of  the  mid-year  Executive 
Committee  meeting  to  be  held  at  First  Methodist  Church,  Houma 
La.,  be  changed  from  October  3,  4 to  October  10,  11.  The  change  was 
accepted. 

Motion  was  made  by  Mrs.  Lee  Tidwell  that  the  conference  send 
Miss  Nina  Stallings,  who  itinerated  in  the  conference  last  April,  a 
love  gift  of  fifty  dollars  in  appreciation  of  her  services.  Motion  was 
seconded  and  carried. 

District  meetings  will  be  held  the  first  two  weeks  of  April,  1957 
with  Mrs.  W.  B.  Landrum  as  the  speaker  in  each  district.  ’ ’ 
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Mrs.  G.  W.  Pomeroy,  program  committee  chairman  for  the  next 
annual  meeting,  announced  the  annual  meeting  date  would  be  March 
13,  14,  15,  1957,  at  First  Methodist  Church,  Alexandria,  La.,  Annual 
Guild  meeting  will  follow  on  March  16,  17. 

Mrs.  Minza  Rabun  expressed  appreciation  for  the  thoughtful- 
ness of  committee  members  toward  her  in  the  loss  of  her  mother. 
She  reported  that  there  are  now  98  Guilds  with  almost  1900  mem- 
bers. Two  units  are  in  the  process  of  being  organized. 

Mrs.  Jones  announced  that  Mrs.  Louise  Eggleston  will  lead  a 
retreat  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  October, 
1957.  Caney  Lake  was  suggested  as  a suitable  place  for  the  retreat. 
Mrs.  Wideman  Watson  extended  an  invitation  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  meet  at  First  Methodist  Church  in  Homer  for  the  mid- 
year meeting  of  1957.  This  would  follow  immediately  the  retreat.  A 
motion  was  made  by  Mrs.  Glenn  E.  Laskey  and  seconded  that  Mrs. 
Jones  proceed  with  plans  for  the  retreat,  October  7,8,  1957.  Motion 
carried.

MID-YEAR  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  MEETING 

WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 
LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE 
First  Methodist  Church,  Houma,  Louisiana 
October  10,  11,  1956 

The  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Louisiana  Con- 
ference Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  assembled  in  the  beau- 
tiful  Fellowship  Hall  of  First  Methodist  Church,  Houma,  for  the  eve- 
ning meal  at  six  o’clock  on  Wednesday,  October  10,  1956.  The  invo- 
cation was  given  by  the  Reverend  Benedict  Galloway,  pastor-host. 
Words  of  welcome  were  extended  by  the  pastor  and  the  committee 
was  invited  to  participate  with  his  congregation  in  the  mid-week 
service  in  the  sanctuary.  Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones,  Conference  President,  gra- 
ciously accepted  the  invitation.  She  announced  that  the  service  plan- 
ned by  Mrs.  Paxton  would  be  held  on  Thursday  evening.  Mrs.  Jones 
presented  Mrs.  P.  D.  Lambert,  President  of  the  Lafayette  District 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  Mrs.  J.  O.  Haynes,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Society  of  First  Methodist  Church  of  Houma,  who  ex- 
tended words  of  welcome. 

The  beauty  and  quiet  of  the  lovely  new  sanctuary  set  the  tone 
for  the  message  on  “Prayer  and  the  Life  of  the  Soul.”  In  really  pray- 
ing, the  Reverend  Galloway  stated  that  we  run  three  risks:  that  of 
seeing  ourselves  as  we  are,  of  becoming  more  like  Jesus  and  of  let- 
ting God’s  will  take  the  place  of  our  will. 

Following  the  worship  hour  the  committee  remained  in  the  sanc- 
tuary for  its  evening  session.  Mrs.  Jones  opened  the  meeting  with 
prayer. 

_ Roll  Call  of  the  secretary  showed  thirty-eight  members  present. 
The  five  absent  members  were:  Mesdames  G.  W.  Pomeroy,  W.  L. 
Kirkpatrick,  George  Grafton,  D.  B.  Raulins,  and  George  Sexton.  The 
secretary  and  Committee  on  Journal  were  instructed  to  send  mes- 
sages to  the  absent  ones. 

Mrs.  Jones  presented  Mrs.  Laskey,  member  of  the  Woman’s  Di- 
vision for  the  present  quadrennium.  Mrs.  Laskey  spoke  of  the  organi- 
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zational  meeting  of  the  Division  which  she  had  attended  at  Lake 
Junaluska.  She  was  one  of  twentv-one  new  members.  She  also  at- 
tended the  Board  of  Missions  meeting  where  she  is  a member  of  the 
world  missions  section.  She  is  serving  in  the  same  section  of  th 
Woman’s  Division.  She  spoke  of  the  newly  elected  officers  of  the  Di 
vision.  Her  affiliation  with  the  joint  committee  on  literature  for  the 
foreign  work,  the  literature  committee  of  the  Woman  s Division,  the 
Guild  Standing  Committee,  and  the  committee  on  finance  present 
a new  and  challenging  opportunity  to  her. 

Mrs.  Sam  Dunbar,  Secretary  of  Supply  Work  for  the  South  Cen- 
tral Jurisdiction,  was  introduced  and  expressed  joy  at  being  present. 

The  Treasurer,  Mrs.  J.  H.  McSween,  reported:

The  Recording  Secretary,  Mrs.  James  C.  Whitaker  stated  that  she 
attended  the  Jurisdictional  and  Conference  School  of  Missions  where 
she  took  part  in  the  clinic  for  recording  secretaries.  She  reported. 
(See  Annual  Report,  page  45.) 

Secretary  of  Promotion,  Mrs.  Lee  Tidwell  reported  that  there 
has  been  a net  increase  of  1.9%,  or  294  for  the  conference,  while  that 
of  the  Jurisdiction  has  been  1.54%.  Transfers  are  not  be  counted  as 
new  members.  The  Woman’s  Society  membership  is  not  growing  ac- 
cording to  population  growth  or  church  membership  gains.  She  asked 
committee  members  to  renew  efforts  in  seeking  to  build  membership. 
A number  of  new  societies  have  been  organized  during  the  past  four- 
month  period.  The  clinic  at  School  of  Missions  worked  out  a sheet 
of  suggestions  for  Membership  Crusade  for  1956-57.  These  were  dis- 
tributed to  members. 

Secretary  of  Missionary  Education,  Mrs.  Haley,  reported  that  ap- 
proved study  outlines  had  been  compiled  and  distributed  at  School 
of  Missions  and  Seminars.  Eight  missionaries,  deaconesses  and  guests 
spoke  at  the  Missionary  Hour  at  School  of  Missions.  Six  classes  of  the 
four  approved  study  courses,  two  workshops  and  eight  departmental 
clinics  were  held.  Number  enrolled  in  1956  School  of  Missions  was 
262;  total  attendance  280;  total  credits  221.  School  of  Missions  finan- 
cial report  shows  a balance  on  hand  of  $300.45.  Two  hundred  twen- 
ty-three societies  were  represented  at  District  Seminars  with  1246 
women  registered.  The  offerings  from  Seminars  amounted  to  $331.82; 
expenses  $183.83;  balance  on  hand  $146.99.  Dates  for  1957  schools 
will  be:

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Mrs.  Haley  moved  that  a conference  Secretary  of  Missionary 
Service  be  elected.  It  was  seconded  and  carried.  The  president  in- 
structed the  By-Laws  Committee  to  amend  the  by-laws  to  include 
the  election  of  such  an  officer. 

Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  Mrs.  Maurice  Tatum,  re- 
ported that  she  plans  to  attend  the  Southern  Regional  Conference’ 
meeting  in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  October  30-31.  She  expects  to  attend 
the  United  Nations  Seminar  in  New  York  on  December  4-6.  She  em- 
phasized the  following:  promotion  of  citizenship  brunches  for  the 
purpose  of  helping  women  with  election  issues;  write  congressmen 
while  bills  are  in  committee;  continue  to  study  Charter  of  Racial 
Policy;  workshops  on  World  Understanding;  observe  United  Nations 
Day  on  October  24;  promote  UNICEF  among  children’s  groups  on 
Halloween;  observe  Human  Rights  Day,  December  10. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Rabun  it  was  voted  to  pay  Mrs.  Tatum’s 
expenses  to  the  United  Nations  Seminar. 

Letters  of  love  and  appreciation  were  read  from  Miss  Elizabeth 
Thompson  and  Miss  Nina  Stallings. 

Mrs.  Paxton  dismissed  evening  session  with  prayer. 

THURSDAY  MORNING  SESSION 

The  committee  reconvened  at  9 o’clock  in  the  sanctuary.  Mrs. 
Paxton  lead  the  devotions,,  using  a paraphrase  of  the  13th  chapter 
of  I Corinthians.  She  said  that  the  need  of  love  in  our  service  is  the 
greatest  of  all  needs.  The  period  was  closed  with  prayer. 

Mrs.  Jones,  reporting  on  her  activities,  stated  that  she  itinerated 
in  five  of  the  eight  districts  in  April,  served  as  a delegate  to  the  Gen- 
eral Conference,  attended  School  of  Missions  at  Mt.  Sequoyah,  and 
took  part  in  all  conference  activities.  In  late  August  she  attended 
the  Jurisdiction  Board  of  Missions  at  Mt.  Sequoyah.  She  went  as  a 
visitor  to  the  meeting  of  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women  at 
Lake  Junalska,  which  was  followed  by  the  meeting  of  World  Con- 
ference of  Methodists  where  she  served  as  a delegate: 

Mrs.  Jones  told  of  the  consideration  of  weighty  problems  at  Gen- 
eral Conference  being  undergirded  by  prayer.  She  suggested  that,  as 
members  of  the  executive  committee  present  reports  and  plans,  we 
pledge  to  offer  prayer  in  behalf  of  each  one. 

The  secretary  read  the  report  of  Mrs.  G.  W.  Pomeroy.  She  stated 
that  special  help  is  needed  in  presenting  World  Federation  and  in- 
formation for  special  days.  She  asked  that  we  be  alerted  to  the  fact 
that  better  program  planning  is  greatly  needed  in  local  societies.  Each 
district  is  requested  to  have  zone  leaders  present  one  zone  meeting 
each  year  on  the  duties  of  the  Vice-President  and  the  organization 
and  work  of  the  program  committee,  giving  a demonstration  of  the 
committee  at  work. 

Mrs.  Tidwell  moved  that  subsidies  to  Conference  School  of  Mis- 
sions be  increased,  due  to  the  fact  that  clinics  for  ten  district  offi- 
cers will  be  held  at  the  school,  and  that  conference-wide  training 
of  district  officers  be  omitted  this  year.  Seconded  and  carried. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Haley  it  was  voted  that  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee study  the  matter  of  setting  up  a budget  for  the  Secretary  of 
Missionary  Education. 

The  president  appointed  Mrs.  Tidwell  and  Mrs.  Tatum  to  serve 
on  the  Journal  Committee. 

Mrs.  Dunbar,  Mrs.  D.  W.  Poole,  and  Mrs.  C.  B.  McGowan  were 
named  on  the  Resolutions  Committee. 
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Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  Mrs.  Minza  Rabun,  reported 
that  there  are  100  units.  The  pledge  to  missions  is  $12,020.  Total  paid 
the  first  quarter  was  $2,959.50;  cash  supplies  amounted  to  $283.59 
(Home  Special  Interest)  and  $143.17  (Foreign  Special  Interest).  Al- 
pine Community  Center  in  Alpine,  Texas,  and  Madar  Sanitorium  in 
Ajmer,  India,  are  special  interests  for  supply  giving  this  year.  One 
hundred  and  forty-five  delegates  attended  Annual  Guild  Weekend. 
Special  emphases  are  membership  and  approved  studies  for  Juris- 
diction Recognition. 

Mrs.  Dunbar  explained  that  Guild  Supply  Askings  would  be 
changed  each  year,  just  as  those  are  for  the  Woman’s  Society. 

Mrs.  Rabun  dismissed  the  session  with  prayer. 

At  a beautifully  appointed  table  in  the  church  parlor,  the  hostess 
society  served  coffee.  It  was  a pleasure  to  meet  many  of  the  local 
women. 

Committee  meetings  were  held  following  the  coffee  hour  until 
the  noon  luncheon,  12:30. 

A lovely  luncheon  was  served  to  the  committee  in  Fellowship 
Hall.  The  pastor-host,  the  Reverend  Galloway,  offered  the  invocation. 

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION 

The  business  session  was  resumed  at  1:30,  with  Mrs.  Dunbar 
leading  in  prayer. 

Secretary  of  Student  Work,  Mrs.  Poole,  reported  that  721  blue 
cards  were  sent  to  colleges  this  fall.  Louisiana  Tech  and  Southeast- 
ern have  recently  completed  Wesley  Foundation  buildings.  Wesley 
Foundation  at  Northwestern  campus  has  bought  property  off  the 
campus  which  gives  them  better  facilities.  Foreign  students  at  Tulane 
and  L S U have  been  assigned  to  families  in  the  respective  cities, 
where  the  students  may  enjoy  home  life  with  a family. 

Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  Mrs.  W.  E.  Trice,  reported  that  she 
had  attended  the  Conference  Youth  Council  at  Camp  Brewer  re- 
cently. A new  leaflet,  “Fellowship  for  Adult  Workers  with  Youth” 
was  emphasized  as  helpful  guidance  material.  In  the  area  of  Chris- 
tian Outreach  the  missionary  studies  for  youth  should  be  presented 
in  every  church.  The  fall  action  project  for  youth  is  “Drinking  and 
Christian  Living.”  In  the  area  of  Christian  Witness,  teen  agers  are 
being  trained  to  win  persons  to  Christ  and  the  church.  MYFund  is 
being  promoted. 

Secretary  of  Children's  Work,  Mrs.  S.  E.  Richardson,  told  of  her 
participation  on  the  state  Council  of  Children’s  Workers.  This  Coun- 
cil is  composed  of  the  Conference  Director  of  Children’s  Work,  Con- 
ference Secretary  of  Children’s  Work,  the  eight  District  Directors, 
and  the  eight  District  Secretaries  of  Children’s  Work.  Conference- 
wide meeting  of  children’s  workers  at  Camp  Brewer  in  August  was 
well  attended.  Much  progress  has  been  noted  in  making  children’s 
work  a cooperative  work  between  the  Board  of  Education  and  the 
Woman’s  Society.  Workshops  on  missionary  education  of  children 
are  being  planned  for  each  district  this  fall.  Mrs.  Richardson  reported 
that  the  Children’s  Service  Fund  is  now  turned  over  to  the  local 
church  treasurer  who  sends  the  money  to  the  Annual  Conference 
Treasurer.  Funds  are  then  divided  between  the  Woman’s  Society  and 
World  Service.  New  forms  for  remitting  have  been  mailed  out  to 
local  secretaries. 

Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications,  Mrs.  Wideman  Watson, 
stated  that  six  district  secretaries  attended  the  clinic  at  School  of’ 
Missions.  Sale  from  books  and  literature  at  School  of  Missions 
amounted  to  $922.36.  She  attended  Shreveport  District  Guild  Semi- 
nar at  Caney  Lake.  Sample  Week  of  Prayer  packets  have  been  dis- 
tributed to  local  societies  and  guild  units. 
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Secretary  of  Supply  Work,  Mrs.  C.  B.  McGowan,  reported  that 
the  conference  had  met  its  supply  askings.  However,  there  was  a de- 
crease in  per  capita  giving.  Total  askings  for  1956-57  is  $10,218.00,  an 
increase  of  $918.00.  A total  3,383.25  has  been  given  from  June  1 
to  September  30.  Instead  of  askings  for  Louisiana  Rural  Work  which 
ha,s  been  discontinued  for  the  present,  the  conference  has  been  asked 
for  $400.00  for  Alpine  Community  Center,  Alpine,  Texas.  The  name 
of  Dulac  Indian  Mission  has  been  changed  to  Dulac  Indian  Center. 
The  collection  of  coupons  for  St.  Mark’s  is  still  needed. 

Mrs.  McGowan  moved  that  a portion  of  the  funds  which  have 
accumulated  for  People’s  Community  Center  be  transferred  for  use 
in  purchasing  needed  equipment  for  St.  Mark’s  Camp.  This  will  in 
no  way  hamper  the  work  at  People’s  Community  Center.  Motion 
was  seconded  and  carried. 

Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  Mrs.  W.  W.  Paxton,  stated  that  it  had 
been  her  privilege  to  teach  “Paul’s  Letters  to  the  Local  Churches” 
in  two  conference  Schools  of  Missions  and  in  two  district  seminars, 
and  conduct  the  Spiritual  Life  Clinic  at  Conference  School  of  Mis- 
sions. She  has  personally  carried  on  the  sale  of  special  spiritual  life 
materials  in  her  classes  and  over  the  conference.  “The  spirit  of  Christ 
for  all  of  life”  is  the  endeavor  of  all  spiritual  life  work. 

Status  of  Women,  Mrs.  A.  F.  Hanson,  reported  that  her  goal  is  a 
secretary  in  each  society.  One  hundred  and  nineteen  local  secreta- 
ries have  reported  as  serving  on  the  program  committee.  She  stressed 
the  use  of  the  Service  Activity  Card  in  the  local  church.  Secretaries 
are  urged  to  present  something  of  the  importance  of  their  office  fre- 
quently to  the  society. 

Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel,  Mrs.  J.  T.  Harris,  emphasized 
that  young  people  take  mission  tours  within  their  districts  where 
mission  projects  are  carried  on.  She  said  that  the  greatest  opportu- 
nity for  recruiting  young  people  is  through  the  work  of  the  Chris- 
tian Vocations  Committee  in  the  local  church.  This  committee  re- 
ports to  the  quarterly  conference.  District  Secretaries  of  Missionary 
Personnel  now  receive  reports  from  local  secretaries  of  youth  and 
student  work.  This  is  new  in  the  reporting  from  local  societies. 

The  Consfilufion  and  By-Laws  Committee,  Mrs.  W.  E.  Trice, 
chairman,  recommended  the  following  changes  in  the  By-Laws:  (See 
Journal  of  Annual  Meeting). 

Mrs.  Trice  suggested  that  the  Finance  Committee  study  and  de- 
termine amounts  needed  by  the  various  officers  for  lines  of  work. 

Mrs.  Whitaker  announced  that  a mimeographed  sheet  showing 
changes  in  conference  directory  of  names  and  addresses  would  be  in- 
cluded in  the  mailing  of  the  minutes  of  the  mid-year  executive  com- 
mittee meeting. 

The  committee  enjoyed  a tea  at  MacDonell  Methodist  Center 
given  by  the  staff  and  board  members.  Mrs.  Jones  presented  each 
worker  at  MacDonell  and  Dulac  Indian  Center.  Miss  Anne  Coucoules 
addressed  the  group  in  regard  to  the  program  which  is  carried  on  at 
MacDonell.  Miss  Lois  Schwarze,  a nurse  and  US-2,  and  Mr.  Carl 
Brunson  spoke  of  their  work  at  Dulac. 

THURSDAY  EVENING 

A delicious  dinner  was  served  by  the  hostess  society.  A guest 
with  us,  the  Reverend  D.  W.  Poole,  offered  the  invocation.  Circle 
members  who  had  prepared  the  meal  were  presented.  Mrs.  Jones 
graciously  thanked  the  president,  Mrs.  Havnes,  the  Circles,  and  all 
members  of  the  hostess  society  in  behalf  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee for  all  the  courtesies. 

The  committee  assembled  in  the  sanctuary  where  Mrs.  Paxton 
led  the  quiet  hour.  The  hymn,  “Breathe  on  Me,  Breath  of  God,”  was 
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sung.  The  theme  was  “Lord  of  All  Life.”  In  this  was  an  hour  of  high 
inspiration.  We  were  led  to  think  of  God  being  with  us  in  the  per- 
son of  Christ. 

Business  was  resumed  with  Mrs.  Coorpender,  treasurer  of  the 
Baton  Rouge  District,  presenting  the  report  of  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee as  follows:

in  the  pattern. 

5.  That  we  send  our  conference  Secretary  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  to  the  Seminar  on  the  United  Nations. 

Mrs.  Coorpender  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report.  Seconded 
and  carried. 

Mrs.  Haley  reported  for  the  Committee  on  School  of  Missions. 
She  recommended  that  a slide  and  filmstrip  projector  and  a screen 
be  purchased  by  the  conference.  These  are  to  be  bought  at  a 20% 
reduction  with  funds  left  from  School  of  Missions.  Mrs.  Watson 
moved  that  the  recommendation  be  accepted.  Motion  seconded  and 
carried. 

Mrs.  Glenn  E.  Laskey,  acting  chairman  of  the  Program  Committee 
outlined  briefly  the  plans  for  the  annual  meeting  at  First  Methodist 
Church,  Alexandria,  Louisiana,  on  March  13-15,  1957.  Special  guests 
will  include  Miss  Alpharetta  Leeper,  Bishop  Eugene  Frank,  and  Dr. 
Tracey  K.  Jones,  Jr.  Miss  Leeper  and  Mrs.  H.  C.  Pletz  will  be  guest 
speakers  for  the  Annual  Guild  Meeting  on  March  16,  17,  1957. 

The  President  called  on  the  District  Presidents  to  make  brief  re- 
ports. They  showed  enthusiasm  for  the  work  being  done  and  have 
plans  for  extending  the  work  to  reach  every  local  church. 

The  Committee  on  Journal  reported  that  the  minutes  were  in 
order. 

Committee  on  Resolutions  reported.  Copies  of  the  resolutions  are 
to  be  sent  to  the  President  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Serv- 
ice of  First  Methodist  Church,  Houma,  to  the  President  of  Lafayette 
District,  and  to  the  Reverend  and  Mrs.  Benedict  Galloway. 

A circle  of  prayer  was  formed  at  the  chancel,  with  Mrs.  Paxton 
leading  in  a closing  prayer. 

The  committee  was  adjourned.

The  seventeenth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Louisiana  Conference 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  convened  in  First  Methodist 
Church,  Alexandria,  Louisiana,  on  Wednesday,  March  13,  1957  at  1:45 
p.xn.  with  the  President,  Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones,  presiding. 

Following  the  organ  prelude  the  hymn,  “Spirit  of  God,  Descend 
Upon  My  Heart”  was  sung,  after  which  the  president  sounded  the 
gavel,  formally  declaring  the  conference  in  session. 

Mrs.  C.  C.  Dethloff,  president  of  the  Alexandria  District 
Woman’s  Society,  read  Galatians  5:15-26  and  offered  prayer. 

Mrs.  D.  O.  Cardwell,  president  of  the  hostess  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service,  gave  a gracious  welcome  to  officers,  delegates  and 
visitors. 

Mrs.  G.  W.  Pomeroy,  chairman  of  the  program  for  the  Annual 
Meeting,  gave  a resume  of  tne  program,  calling  particular  attention 
to  highlights. 

The  secretary  reported  on  action  taken  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee at  their  ad  interim  meetings  as  follows: 

(1)  The  Administrative  Committee  appointed  Mrs.  F.  C.  Haley 
to  serve  as  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  to  fill  the  place  of  Mrs. 
Robley  Davis  and  Mrs.  W.  E.  Trice  as  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  to 
fill  the  vacancy  left  by  Mrs.  W.  F.  Manning. 

(2)  Mrs  W.  E.  Trice  was  appointed  to  succeed  Mrs.  G.  W.  Dam- 
eron  as  chairman  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  Committee. 

(3)  The  conference  will  pay  fifty  dollars  per  month  to  Miss  Eliza- 
beth Thompson  for  the  remainder  of  the  year,  if  she  remains  in  our 
conference  for  that  long  a period. 

(4)  Supply  money  of  less  than  $3,000  will  be  deposited  in  a sav- 
ings account  and  earmarked  for  a car  for  a new  rural  worker  when 
one  is  appointed  to  our  conference. 

(5)  A love  gift  of  fifty  dollars  has  been  sent  to  Miss  Nina  Stallings 
in  appreciation  for  her  services  to  our  conference  at  district  meetings 
last  April. 

(6)  Increase  subsidies  of  d:~lr:ct  officers  to  conference  School  of 
Missions  due  to  the  fact  that  clinics  for  ten  district  officers  will  be 
held  at  the  school.  Conference-wide  training  of  district  officers  will 
be  omitted  this  year. 
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(7)  A portion  of  the  funds  which  have  accumulated  for  People’s 
Community  Center  will  be  transferred  for  use  in  purchasing  needed 
equipment  for  the  St.  Mark’s  Camp.  This  will  in  no  way  hamper  the 
the  work  at  People’s  Community  Center. 

(8)  That  a slide  and  filmstrip  projector  and  a screen  be  purchased 
by  the  conference  with  funds  left  from  School  of  Missions. 

(9)  Executive  Committee  accepted  the  nomination  by  the  Admin- 
istrative Committee  of  Mrs.  Lonnie  Clark  as  Secretary  of  Missionary 
Service. 

(10)  Dates  for  District  meetings  are  March  31-April  14.  Mrs.  W. 
B.  Landrum  of  the  Woman’s  Division  will  itinerate  in  the  conference, 
speaking  at  each  meeting. 

The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  Committee,  Mrs.  W.  E.  Trice, 
chairman,  recommended  the  ioilowing: 

(1)  In  keeping  with  Article  1,  Section  6,  page  267  in  By-Laws 
of  Woman’s  Division  for  Conference  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  which  states  “where  advisable,  this  work  may  be  promoted 
by  two  secretaries,  one  in  charge  of  missionary  education  and  one  in 
charge  of  missionary  service,”  that  a Secretary  of  Missionary  Service 
be  named  by  the  administrative  committee,  approved  by  the  execu- 
tive committee,  and  ratified  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

(2)  Article  1,  Section  2,  paragraph  2,  page  72  of  By-Laws  of 
Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  be  amend- 
ed to  include  a Secretary  of  Missionary  Service. 

(3)  Article  VI,  Section  3,  page  74  be  amended  to  read  “Secretary 
of  Missionary  Education,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Service,  Secretaries 
of  Christian  Social  Kelations,  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  of 
Spiritual  Life  Cultivation.” 

(4)  Article  IV,  Section  1,  page  73  be  deleted  except  for  the  last 
sentence  which  reads  “Itemized  expense  accounts  may  be  submitted 
in  advance  of  expenditure  or  afterwards.” 

(5)  Article  IV,  Section  2,  page  73  be  deleted. 

(6)  Article  IV,  Section  5,  page  73  be  changed  to  read:  “District 
treasurers  shall  set  aside  funds  each  year  for  expense  of  delegate  to 
Assembly.” 

Mrs.  Whitaker  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report.  It  was  seconded 
and  carried. 

The  secretary  further  reported  that  800  copies  of  the  Annual 
Report  fc-r  the  year  1955-56  had  been  printed  at  a cost  of  $930.55.

J.  McGrede,  Jack  Toombs,  Claude  Ash,  J.  B.  Neathery,  Warren  Orr, 
Robert  Miller,  Jack  Ewing.  Journal:  Mrs.  W.  E.  Trice  and  Mrs.  Lee 
Tidwell.  Resolutions:  Mrs.  Andrew  Thomas,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Mouton,  Sr., 
Mrs.  D.  W Poole.

Miniature  net  parasols  suggestive  of  spring  showers  were  placed  on 
the  tables.  Special  appointments  at  the  .speakers’  table  were  a very 
large  parasol  and  wYhite  candles.  Mrs.  J.  V.  Harris,  secretary  of 
Missionary  Personnel,  presided  at  the  dinner.  The  Rev.  J.  Henry 
Bowdon  gave  the  invocation.  At  the  head  table  were  Miss  Elizabeth 
Thompson,  Mrs.  D.  W.  Poole,  Mrs.  W.  E.  Trice,  Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones,  Mrs. 
Glenn  E.  Laskey,  Bishop  Eugene  Frank,  Miss  Alpharetta  Leeper,  Miss 
Jo  Ann  Richardson,  Mrs  Charles  Kendrick,  Mrs.  Robert  Miller,  and 
Mrs.  J.  S.  Mitchell. 

Miss  Richardson  spoke  briefly  of  her  work  as  a US-2,  working 
at  the  Centenary  Methodist  Institute  in  Nashville,  Tennessee.  She 
played  very  beautifully  on  the  piano  Bach’s  “Arioso”  as  arranged  by 
Priani. 

Miss  Leeper  was  presented  as  the  speaker,  using  as  her  topic, 
“The  Call— Christ  for  All  of  Life.”  She  gave  an  exciting  account  of 
the  early  Christians  who  accepted  the  challenge  of  their  faith  and 
spread  Christianity  throughout  Europe  and  then  to  America.  Recent 
leaders  in  the  missionary  enterprise  were  mentioned  and  the  call  to 
so  interpret  the  life  and  aims  of  missions  that  young  Johns  and  Marys 
will  find  their  place  of  service  in  the  program  of  the  church  today. 
She  stated  that  the  four  lands  of  decision  call  in  a particular 
but  there  are  other  countries  which  need  the  missionary  as 
and  worker.  The  need  in  our  own  land  is  great. 

Mrs.  Harris  dismissed  the  dinner  meeting  with  prayer. 

EVENING  SESSION 

Following  the  dinner,  the  members  of  the  conference  assembled 
in  the  Sanctuary  of  First  Methodist  Church.  The  hvmn,  “Come  Holy 
Ghost  in  Love”  was  sung.  The  choir  sang  a beautiful  anthem,  “My 
God  and  I,”  by  Sergei.  The  Rev.  J.  Henry  Bowdon  read  the  scripture 
from  Romans  twelfth  chanter  and  offered  the  prayer.  Before  the  ad- 
dress of  the  evening  the  choir  sang  the  anthem,  “One  God,”  Drake  and 
Shirk 

The  president  called  on  Mrs.  Laskey,  member  of  the  Woman’s 
Division,  to  present  the  guest  speaker  of  the  evening,  Bishop  Eugene 
Frank  of  the  St.  Louis  Area  of  The  Methodist  Church.  His  address 
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entitled,  “The  Spirit  of  Christ  for  Women  In  Today’s  World’’  chal- 
lenged the  women  to  give  a peisonax  witness  of  Cnrist  that  is  warm, 
rauiant  ana  winsomg.  neligion  to  me  nominal  Christian  is  a buraen 
wniie  the  spirit  01  cnrist  gives  wings  oy  wmcn  tne  Cnristian  iiies. 
Christ  nas  tne  power  to  melt  self  and  deepen  the  capacity  to  love. 
Bishop  Uranic  said  that  we  serve  ana  give  ana  stuay  duc  really  we 
don’t  seem  to  love  as  we  snoula.  Christ  is  the  source  ox  moral  courage. 
He  urgea  tnat  we  not  let  .tne  worn  squeeze  us  into  its  mold,  but  let 
the  Spirit  ox  Cnrist  rule  m an  lire.  a complete  commitment  gives 
Christ  the  cnance  to  transform.  Cnrist  only  can  aeepen  tne  capacity  to 
love.  Tne  moral  courage  that  Christ  gives  explains  an  Olin  SiocKwell; 
Methodist  Christians  being  subjecxeu  to  stnxermgs  we  cannot  imagme; 
Methodist  preachers  in  prison  in  Hungary;  ana  Methodist  preacners 
in  central  .Europe  who  cannot  get  food  cards  for  cnuaren.  Tms  is 
today  in  our  world. 

At  the  close  of  Bishop  Frank’s  address  the  congregation  sang 
“Spirit  of  Life  in  This  Hew  Dawn.”  The  benediction  was  sung  by  tne 
choir. 


Thursday  Morning,  March  14,  1957 

The  day  began  with  the  Spiritual  Life  Breakfast  at  7:30  in  the 
Social  Hall  of  First  Methodist  unurcn,  with  Mrs.  W.  W.  Paxton,  pre- 
siding. noveiy  quiet  music  and  oeautifuiiy  appointed  taoies  helped 
to  create  an  atmosphere  of  worsmp.  The  theme  of  the  service  was 
“Walking  with  Jesus.”  Mrs.  Paxton  spoke  of  the  aounaant  life  as 
the  four  dimensional  life — the  length  of  life,  the  breadth  of  life,  the 
depth  of  hie,  and  the  height  of  fixe,  as  tne  group  left  tne  dining  room, 
an  ofxenng  was  received  for  missions. 

The  regular  morning  session  convened  in  the  Sanctuary  with  the 
singing  of  tne  hymn  “Breatne  on  Me,  Breath  of  God.”  Miss  Pearlye 
Mae  Kelley  read  from  the  sixth  chapter  of  Isaiah  and  led  the  morn- 
ing prayer. 

Clinics  for  local  officers  were  held  from  9:20  to  10:30  in  designat- 
ed rooms  of  the  Educational  Building. 

With  the  reassembling  of  the  conference  Mrs.  George  Sexton, 
chairman  of  the  Research  Committee,  presented  the  names  of  Mrs.  C. 
W.  Tebow  and  Mrs.  Geo.  Thomas  for  Secretary  of  Promotion.  This 
office  was  vacant  due  to  Mrs.  Lee  Tidwell’s  election  to  the  office  of 
Secretary  of  Promotion  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction.  Upon  pre- 
sentation of  the  nominees  the  bar  was  established  with  163  voting 
delegates.  Ballots  were  cast  and  the  counting  tellers  retired  to  count 
the  ballot. 

Mrs.  Everett  Wilkins  announced  the  attendance  as  404  delegates 
and  visitors.  A telegram  of  greetings  from  Oklahoma  Conference 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  was  read.  Upon  motion  of  Mrs. 
Laskey  it  was  voted  to  send  messages  to  the  Oklahoma  Conference 
Women’s  Society  and  to  the  North  Central  Jurisdiction  Woman’s 
Society  meeting  in  session  now. 

Miss  Alpharetta  Leeper  spoke  first  on  the  Outreach  of  the 
Woman’s  Society,  using  as  her  topic,  “Goals  Extend  Our  Horizons.” 
Goals  of  the  quadrennium  came  alive  as  she  presented  them  in  story 
form,  using  Mrs.  Local  Woman  working  at  each  goal. 

To  continue  the  program  on  the  Outreach  of  the  Woman’s  Society, 
Mrs.  D.  W.  Poole,  one  of  the  alternate  delegates  to  the  Jurisdiction 
meeting  in  Albuquerque,  spoke  on  the  “The  Jurisdiction  Extends 
Our  Vision.”  She  told  of  the  excellent  way  in  which  youth  and  stu- 
dent work  were  dramatized  on  the  program  of  the  Jurisdiction  meet- 
ing. She  stated  that  Christ  within  us  is  the  only  way  He  can  be  be- 
yond us  and  above  us.  The  impressive  pledge  service  in  which  the 
president  and  treasurer  of  each  of  the  eighteen  conferences  partici- 
pated was  an  outstanding  feature  of  the  meeting. 
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“The  Woman’s  Division  Goes  Round  the  World”  was  the  topic 
presented  by  Mrs.  Laskey,  member  of  the  Woman’s  Division.  She 
told  of  the  complexity  of  the  Division  and  also  how  workable  it  is. 
Our  leaders  at  the  top  have  profound  knowledge  of  the  work  of 
governments,  peoples,  and  economy.  The  personnel  on  the  mission 
field  are  carrying  on  in  a fine  way,  she  stated.  The  Board  of  Missions 
is  at  work  in  fifty-two  lands.  Some  of  the  obstacles  to  missions  are 
militant  communism,  the  rebirth  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  in 
many  lands,  the  resurgence  of  old  religions  of  the  world,  materialism, 
and  the  lack  of  workers.  Over  eight  million  dollars  were  given 
through  the  Woman’s  Division  last  year.  More  money  is  needed.  Everv 
Woman’s  Society  and  every  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  linked  with 
the  world.  She  reminded  us  that  He  has  the  whole  world  in  His 
hands. 

A distinct  honor  came  in  having  Mrs.  T.  Haller  Jackson  of  First 
Methodist  Church,  Shreveport,  elected  to  be  the  local  woman  of  the 
South  Central  Jurisdiction  to  attend  the  recent  Conference  on  Mis- 
sions at  Buck  Hill  Falls.  Mrs.  Jackson  presented  “Missions — Our  Con- 
cern.” She  stated  that  Christian  missions  is  our  first  priority.  We  must 
live  up  to  the  Christian  faith  we  profess.  All  are  called;  some  are  sent. 
God  Himself  is  the  Recruiter.  We  nurture  and  help  those  whom  He 
calls.  She  quoted  Bishop  Ledden  as  having  said  that  “things  near  are 
seen  life-size;  things  afar  are  seen  in  the  size  of  understanding.” 
People  are  the  most  important  on  the  landscape— not  programs. 
Christianity  was  made  for  a world  of  tension.  Fear  not — good  news; 
all  men — salvation.  This  is  the  message — the  Christ  for  the  whole 
man — the  whole  world. 

Mrs.  Watson  reported  on  balloting.  162  persons  voted;  81  neces- 
sary to  elect.  There  were  77  votes  cast  for  Mrs.  Tebow  and  85  for 
Mrs.  Thomas.  Mrs.  Thomas  was  elected. 

At  this  time  the  president  asked  for  an  invitation  for  the  next 
annual  meeting.  Mrs.  Paul  Ransom  extended  a gracious  invitation  for 
the  conference  to  meet  at  First  Methodist  Church,  Monroe,  next 
March  1958.  The  delegates  accepted  the  invitation. 

Mrs.  Jones  told  of  the  illness  of  Miss  Anna  Givens,  missionary 
to  Japan,  who  had  been  flown  to  a New  York  Hospital  recently.  Mrs. 
George  Sexton  was  asked  to  lead  in  a prayer  for  Miss  Givens’  re- 
covery. 

The  Chairman  of  Courtesies,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Pollard,  presented  guests, 
pastors,  pastors’  wives,  former  conference  officers,  Jurisdiction  and 
Division  members. 

The  hymn,  “O  Master,  Let  Me  Walk  with  Thee”  opened  the  Quiet 
Hour  led  by  Miss  Shiela  Nuttall.  She  read  passages  from  Ephesians 
4 and  5,  Romans  8 and  Galatians  6.  She  used  as  her  subject  “The  Spirit 
of  Christ  for  Daily  Living.”  The  spirit  of  Christ  in  our  homes,  our 
churches,  and  right  where  we  live  is  the  need  of  our  lives.  His  fol- 
lowers need  His  patience,  His  love,  and  His  unselfish  service.  A vocal 
solo  “Draw  Thou,  O Soul”  sung  by  Mrs.  Edward  Barksdale  was  a fit- 
ting close  for  the  time  of  meditation.  The  Rev.  C.  H.  Giessen  of  Le- 
Compte  dismissed  the  conference  with  a benediction  prayer. 

Luncheon 

Luncheon  was  served  to  delegates  and  visitors  at  the  Venetian 
Room  of  the  Bentley  Hotel.  The  time  afforded  rich  fellowship.  There 
was  no  special  program. 

The  group  assembled  back  at  First  Methodist  Church  with  the 
singing  of  hymn,  “O  Spirit  of  the  Living  God.”  Miss  Hazel  Cooper 
led  the  afternoon  devotional  with  the  reading  of  Romans  twelfth 
chapter  and  offering  a prayer. 
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The  pledge  service  was  conducted  by  Mrs.  J.  H.  McSween  assist- 
ed by  the  conference  workers  and  district  treasurers.  A very  large 
map  of  Louisiana  giving  the  location  of  the  eleven  projects  of  the 
Woman’s  Society  was  displayed.  Each  worker  held  a white  streamer 
leading  to  the  project  which  she  represented.  Those  participating 
were  Miss  Hazel  Cooper,  Miss  Ann  Adams,  Miss  Pearlye  Mae  Kelley, 
Mrs.  D.  W.  Poole  (representing  the  worker  at  Wesley  Foundation, 
S L I),  Miss  Phoebe  Reynolds,  Miss  Anne  Coucoules,  Miss  Lois 
Schwarze,  Mrs.  Carl  Brunson,  Miss  Fae  Daves,  Mrs.  Pearl  Turnbull 
and  Miss  Shiela  Nuttall.  A hidden  voice  spoke  of  the  call  and  need. 
Each  District  treasurer  responded  with  the  following  amounts:

Mrs.  Robert  Potter  sang  very  effectively  the  solo,  “How  Beauti- 
ful Upon  the  Mountains.” 

A most  inspiring  hour  on  “Youth  in  a Responsible  Society — A 
Christian  Concern”  was  led  by  Mrs.  Maurice  Tatum.  She  stated  that 
ninety-five  percent  of  our  youth  are  critical,  creative,  and  responsible. 
Judge  Chris  Barnette  was  introduced  to  speak  on  the  five  percent,  who 
make  up  the  delinquency  problem  of  our  country.  He  deplored  the 
trend  which  is  being  followed  in  exposing  the  names  of  juvenile 
delinquents  in  our  newspapers  and  the  stern  handling  of  juveniles.  He 
suggested  that  constructive  measures  needed  to  be  followed  such 
as  better-trained  juvenile  officers,  special  homes  of  detention,  im- 
proved training  school,  increased  parental  nurture  of  children.  Punish- 
ment is  not  the  answer,  he  stated.  Laws  do  not  stop  crime.  The  “get 
tough  policy”  is  not  the  answer.  Youth  need  emotional  security,  affec- 
tion, love,  understanding,  recognition,  new  experiences,  and  religion. 

Appearing  on  this  hour  were  four  very  fine  youth  of  Shreveport. 
Mr.  Jack  Mulkey  spoke  on  “Community  Climate  and  Youth”  in  which 
he  stated  that  youth  needs  more  than  appropriations.  They  need 
someone  to  believe  in  them  as  youth  outstanding.  Miss  Mimi  Urakani, 
a Japanese  student,  spoke  on  “Youth  in  An  International  World.”  She 
told  of  the  many  opportunities  which  youth  today  have  to  know  one 
another  and  to  exchange  ideas.  “Education  for  a Changing  World” 
was  given  by  Miss  Dollie  Miller.  She  emphasized  the  many  good 
things  which  youth  are  doing  in  their  schools  and  communities.  Youth 
need  to  be  needed  she  said.  She  said,  “give  us  something  to  do;  lend 
us  a helping  hand.”  Mr.  John  Devereaux  spoke  on  “The  Church’s  Ob- 
ligation for  Tomorrow’s  Youth.”  He  told  of  the  need  of  the  church  to 
help  youth  know  right  standards  of  conduct  and  of  the  ways  the 
church  is  seeking  to  accomplish  this  through  its  program  for  youth. 

A dismissal  prayer  concluded  the  session. 


Dinner 


World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women  was  featured  at  the  din- 
ner at  the  Bentley  Hotel.  Mrs.  G.  W.  Pomeroy  presided.  Tables  were 
decorated  with  imported  dolls  from  the  countries  of  the  World  Fed- 
eration. A table  near  the  entrance  held  Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones’  collection 
of  dolls  from  around  the  world.  Mrs.  R.  C.  Bowers,  vice-president  of 
the  Alexandria  District,  offered  the  invocation.  Special  guests  at  the 
head  table  were  Dr.  Tracey  Jones  of  New  York,  Miss  Alpharetta  Leeper, 
the  Reverend  and  Mrs.  J.  Henry  Bowdon,  the  Reverend  and  Mrs.  A. 
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W.  Townsend,  and  the  district  vice-presidents.  Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones  showed 
beautiful  colored  slides  of  the  meeting  of  The  World  Federation  of 
Methodist  Women  which  she  attended  at  Lake  Junaluska,  North 
Carolina  in  August,  1956.  She  gave  a most  interesting  and  informative 
talk  on  this  meeting.  The  World  Federation  Prayer  was  repeated  in 
unison  as  a dismissal. 


Evening  Session 

The  evening  session  resumed  at  First  Methodist  Church  with  the 
organ  prelude  and  call  to  worship.  The  congregation  joined  in  the 
singing  of  hymn  “Spirit  of  Faith,  Come  Down.”  The  anthem,  “Battle 
Hymn  of  the  Republic”  by  Steefe  was  rendered  by  the  choir.  The 
Reverend  A.  W.  Townsend  read  the  scripture  from  Ephesians  2:1-16 
and  offered  prayer. 

Mrs.  Jones  presented  Dr.  Tracey  Jones,  Executive  Secretary 
Division  of  World  Missions,  Southeast  Asia  Board  of  Missions  of  the 
Methodist  Church.  He  spoke  on  “The  Spirit  of  Christ  for  Tomorrow 
in  Missions,”  in  which  he  said  that  the  riddles  of  world  missions  are 
closely  related  to  the  riddles  of  history  in  that  both  are  very  complex, 
with  no  one  simple  answer.  He  mentioned  some  clues  which  can  give 
us  guidance.  Southeast  Asia  is  a window  through  which  we  can  see 
half  a century  of  unrest  where  the  church  is  at  work.  Unrest,  ferment, 
suspicion  of  the  white  man,  frustration,  rivals  in  religion,  and  com- 
munism present  a difficult  situation.  Southeast  Asia  is  a mirror 
where  we  can  see  that  the  west  does  not  dominate.  Old  religions  are 
coming  back  to  life.  Southeast  Asia  is  also  a doorway  where  millions 
of  people  do  not  know  Christ.  It  is  a doorway  where  God  is  the  Mis- 
sionary and  we  are  his  partners.  We  share  God’s  mission.  A cross  has 
to  be  borne.  There  are  life  and  death  issues  involved.  WTith  the  end 
of  the  address  the  audience  joined  in  singing  the  hymn  “Rise  Up,  O 
Men  of  God”  and  the  Reverend  A.  W.  Townsend  offered  the  benedic- 
tion. 


Friday  Morning,  March  15 

The  session  opened  with  the  organ  prelude,  following  which  the 
hymn  “Spirit  of  God,  Descend  Upon  My  Heart”  was  sung.  Miss  Lelia 
Robinson  led  the  worship,  reading  Matthew  18:10-14,  and  leading  in 
prayer. 

The  Journal  committee  with  Mrs.  Trice  as  chairman  stated  that 
the  minutes  were  in  order.  The  secretary  announced  the  place  of 
meeting  for  the  1958  session.  The  Resolutions  Committee  submitted 
the  following  report: 

“Again  it  has  been  our  privilege  to  come  together  to  share  our 
Christian  fellowship,  our  achievements  and  our  plans  for  the  future 
in  our  work — that  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service.  We, 
the  delegates  and  members  in  session  in  Alexandria,  Louisiana,  March 
13,  14,  15  wish  to  express  our  deep  appreciation  for  the  information 
and  spiritual  inspiration  received. 

“To  our  host  Church,  First  Methodist  Church  of  Alexandria,  to 
its  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  to  the  general  chairman, 
her  committees  and  to  all  who  have  so  generously  contributed  their 
time  and  talents  to  making  this  an  outstanding  meeting,  we  give 
our  thanks. 

“We  appreciate  the  splendid  work  done  by  the  program  committee 
in  bringing  to  us  outstanding,  inspirational  speakers  for  the  week  and 
for  the  beautiful  contribution  made  by  the  choir  and  organist. 

“For  the  services  of  the  pages,  coffee  hour,  buffet  luncheons, 
beautiful  flowers  and  worship  settings,  we  are  indeed  grateful. 

“Our  lives  have  been  made  richer  because  of  these  days  spent 
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together  and  again  we  rededicate  our  lives  to  the  achievement  of  our 
goal — ‘The  Spirit  of  Christ  for  All  of  Life.’  ”

Mrs.  C.  J.  Tackaberry  moved  that  the  conference  hear  officers’ 
recommendations  and  vote  on  recommendations  as  a whole.  It  was 
seconded  and  carried. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  McSween,  treasurer,  emphasized  that  the  conference 
pledge  had  been  increased.  She  urged  that  Treasure  Chests  be  used 
another  year.  “In  Memoriam’’  giving  should  be  encouraged. 

Mrs.  Tidwell,  Secretary  of  Promotion,  stressed  officers’  training 
in  each  local  society.  The  membership  crusade  calls  for  one  new 
member  for  every  seven. 

Mrs.  Haley,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education,  lifted  up  five 
recommendations.  They  were:  reporting  regularly  and  on  time;  im- 
proving quality  of  work;  giving  local  secretary  opportunity  to  speak 
five  minutes  at  the  general  meeting  on  missionary  information  from 
the  field;  encouraging  reading  circles  and  libraries;  cooperating  with 
the  pastor  in  the  church-wide  mission  study. 

Mrs.  Tatum,  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  urged  the 
support  of  the  United  Nations  and  that  we  write  senators  and  repre- 
sentatives regarding  our  endorsement  of  the  technical  assistance  pro- 
gram; continued  support  of  UNICEF;  the  need  for  change  in  the 
basic  immigration  laws  of  our  country;  the  revision  of  the  McCarran- 
Walter  Immigration  Act  (Public  Law  414);  continued  emphasis  on  the 
Charter  of  Racial  Policies;  continued  responsibility  for  increasing 
knowledge  about  alcohol  as  a world  problem.  Women  were  asked  to 
support  the  Langer  Bill  (S-582)  which  would  prohibit  interstate 
advertising  of  alcoholic  beverages.  Also  the  Lane  House  Bill,  which 
would  prohibit  the  sale  and  service  of  alcohol  on  commercial  air- 
lines. 

Mrs.  Rabun  asked  that  all  eight  of  the  recommendations  appearing 
on  her  list  be  considered  in  improving  the  work  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild. 

Mrs.  Poole  stressed  that  local  secretaries  of  student  work  report 
regularly  to  the  district  secretary  of  missionary  personnel  and  the 
district  secretary  of  student  work.  She  urged  secretaries  of  student 
work  to  stimulate  interest  in  and  cooperate  in  organizing  the  Com- 
mittee on  Christian  Vocations  in  every  church. 

Mrs.  Trice  emphasized  that  every  church  have  a youth  secretary, 
and  that  she  use  her  influence  to  have  an  active  Committee  on  Chris- 
tian Vocations  in  the  local  church. 

Mrs.  Richardson  stated  that  the  secretary  of  cnildren’s  work 
should  be  one  of  the  teachers  of  children.  She  recommended  that 
secretaries  of  children’s  work  attend  summer  training  opportunities; 
that  at  least  one  missionary  unit  be  presented  as  an  integral  part  of 
the  total  program  for  children. 

Mrs.  Watson  recommended  that  every  society  realize  the  basic 
importance  of  literature  in  the  function  of  its  program  and  have  a 
secretary  who  undergirds  every  area  of  the  work  with  the  use  of  liter- 
ature. She  asked  that  societies  cooperate  with  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  in  promotion  and  use  of  literature.  She  called  attention  to  the 
drive  for  combination  subscriptions  in  April. 

Mrs.  McGowan  urged  that  societies  elect  a secretary  of  Supply 
Work  who  understands  and  can  interpret  the  work  of  supply  giving 
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to  the  women.  Reporting  was  stressed.  Training  opportunities  in  the 
clinic  at  the  School  of  Missions  and  on  the  local  level  were  empha- 
sized. 

Mrs.  Hanson,  Secretary  of  Status  of  Women,  stressed  the  impor- 
tance of  her  recommendations  and  asked  that  local  secretaries  attend 
to  each  one. 

Mrs.  Harris,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel,  urged  especially 
that  secretaries  of  Youth  and  Student  Work  be  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Christian  Vocations;  that  a committee  be  organized  in  every 
local  church;  that  this  committee  carry  out  its  work  in  the  guidance 
of  youth  in  full-time  Christian  service. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy,  vice-president,  recommended  that  each  district  buy 
the  sound  filmstrip  “Methodist  Women  World-Wide  Friends”  pur- 
chase price  $11.00.  She  asked  that  news  of  the  World  Federation  of 
Methodist  Women  be  presented  once  each  period. 

Mrs.  Lonnie  Clark,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Service,  had  no  formal 
recommenuanons  m the  packet  for  delegates  as  she  was  a newly 
elected  officer,  but  she  stressed  the  importance  of  her  contact  with 
our  workers  and  the  use  of  the  workers  as  speakers  in  local  societies 
where  feasible.  - 

Mrs.  Andrew  Thomas  moved  that  the  recommendations  as  pre- 
sented by  the  officers  orally  and  in  printed  form  be  accepted.  It  was 
seconded  and  carried. 

It  was  moved  by  the  secretary  that  a message  of  love  and  concern 
be  sent  to  Miss  Anna  Givens  in  the  New  York  Hospital.  Seconded 
and  carried. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Watson  it  was  voted  that  an  offering  be 
given  for  the  janitors  of  the  church  as  delegates  and  visitors  leave  the 
sanctuary  at  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting. 

Mrs.  Minza  Rabun  presented  the  distinguished  guest,  Mrs.  H.  C. 
Pletz^  Secretary  of  Weslyan  Service  Guild  of  the  South  Central  Juris- 
diction. Mrs.  Pletz  addressed  the  conference  on  the  work  of  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  She  spoke  of  the  great  need  for  Guild  Units 
with  its  specialized  program  for  the  employed  woman.  Women  are  in 
high  positions  today,  but  deep  within,  how  is  it  with  them?  They 
are  the  busiest  but  loneliest  group  in  the  world,  she  stated.  How  dev- 
astating it  can  be  when  dreams  are  not  realized!  Women  are  preoccu- 
pied because  they  don’t  feel  needed.  She  urged  that  those  who  are 
outside  the  group  be  won. 

Mrs.  C.  B.  McGowan  presented  “Supply  Giving  an  Outgrowth  of 
the  Spirit.”  She  said  that  giving  is  actually  a process  of  living.  Jesus 
said  “give,  if  you  want  to  live.”  She  spoke  of  the  many  things  which 
have  been  made  possible  by  the  supply  gifts.  She  said  that  unless 
we  share  some  worker  will  have  to  go  without  equipment  to  work 
with. 

Mrs.  Lee  Tidwell  presented  the  work  of  the  Secretary  of  Pro- 
motion witji  the  help  of  the  eight  district  secretaries.  Each  secretary 
reported ' briefly,  Mrs.  Tebow  told  of  the  Alexandria  District  being 
100%  organized.  Mrs.  Ellis  lifted  up  the  outstanding  accomplishment 
of  the  Baton  Rouge  District.  Mrs.  Thomas  told  of  the  four  new  so- 
cieties in  the  Lafayette  district.  Mrs.  Compton,  substituting  for  Mrs. 
Cashen,  told  of  Lake  Charles  being  100%  organized.  Mrs.  Harper 
spoke  enthusiastically  of  growth  in  membership  in  Monroe  District. 
Mrs.  Gallaher  spoke  of  four  new  societies  in  the  New  Orleans  Dis- 
trict. Mrs.  Wynn  stated  that  Ruston  District  had  had  an  intensive 
and  improved  study  program.  Mrs.  McDonald  told  of  women  in  very 
small  communities  being  reached  through  personal  contact  by  dis- 
trict officers  of  the  Shreveport  District. 

Mrs.  Tidwell  stated  that  the  membership  now  was  15,688  with 
1130  new  members  as  of  the  February  report  period.  At  present  there 
are  only  35  unorganized  churches.  She  spoke  of  the  parable  of  the 
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leaven  which  constantly  and  silently  works  to  reach  other  lives.  She 
concluded,  “the  future  is  as  great  as  we  will  let  it  be.” 

Following  an  interlude  of  lovely  organ  music,  Miss  Shirley  Mc- 
Knight  sang  a very  beautiful  solo,  “Communion  Hymn.”  A very  im- 
pressive communion  service  was  conducted  by  the  pastor-host,  the 
Reverend  J.  Henry  Bowdon,  assisted  by  the  Reverend  A.  W.  Town- 
send. At  the  conclusion  of  the  ritual  service  Mrs.  Edward  Barksdale 
sang  “The  Lord’s  Prayer.”  The  people  were  served  the  elements  of 
The  Holy  Communion.  A quartet  sang  “Through  Love  to  Light.”  The 
Reverend  J.  Henry  Bowdon  pronounced  the  benediction. 

Mrs.  Jones  declared  the  Seventeenth  Annual  meeting  of  the 
Woman’  Society  of  Christian  Service  ended. 

A lovely  buffet  luncheon,  the  courtesy  of  First  Methodist  Church, 
was  enjoyed  by  the  delegates  and  visitors.

PRESIDENT’S  MESSAGE 

Ruth  Jones  Cadwallader 

OFFICERS,  MEMBERS  OF  THE  WOMAN’S  SOCIETY  OF 
CHRISTIAN  SERVICE,  VISITORS  AND  FRIENDS: 

A new  Quadrennium  is  before  us.  As  we  open  the  last  quadren- 
nium  our  conference  theme  was  “Thy  Kingdom  Come.”  The  following 
years  we  chose  “Let  us  Claim  Tomorrow,”  “For  The  Living  of  These 
Days”  and  “That  the  World  May  Know.”  The  Quadrennial  goals  of 
the  past  were  based  upon  the  emphasis  “That  the  Kingdom  of  God 
May  Be  Realized.” 

We  build  upon  the  foundations  of  the  past,  and  growth  spiritually 
comes  to  us  as  we  look  toward  the  goal  of  Christian  maturity  through 
day  by  day  reading  the  word  of  God,  praying  to  Him  for  wisdom  to 
know  His  will,  and  asking  for  strength  to  follow  in  His  way  by  actu- 
ally trying  to  put  Jesus  at  the  center  of  our  lives. 

Christianity  seems  to  be  standing  on  the  threshold  of  the  greatest 
frontier  that  has  ever  challenged  a generation.  May  the  great  frontier 
be  taken  as  a fresh  demonstration  of  genuine  Christianity.  Would 
that  we  could  grow  enough  to  even  partially  measure  up  to  the 
vigorous,  vital  Christians  of  the  first  century.  Christians  can  prove 
that  Jesus  Christ  is  relevant  when  they  rediscover  the  fact  that  the 
gospel  is  the  “power  of  God  unto  saivation,”  that  dedicated  men, 
ruled  by  Christ  are  invincible,  a match  for  any  crisis,  the  key  to  the 
quiet  desperation  that  holds  the  world  in  shock.  This  is  the  unparal- 
leled opportunity  facing  Christians  in  the  twentieth  century. 

The  genuine  Christian  walk  is  one  of  faith  in  the  indwelling 
Christ  and  His  ability  to  produce  virtue.  Spiritual  maturity  is  Christ- 
realization.  “If  any  man  will  come  after  me,  let  him  deny  h’mself, 
tak°  up  his  cross,  and  follow  me.”  Self-renunciation  is  one  hallmark 
of  Christian  perfection.  In  reading  the  prefaces  of  the  J.  B.  Phillips 
books  one  is  thrilled  by  the  excitement  of  the  translator  being  con- 
tinually struck  hv  the  vitality  of  the  word  and  the  living  quality  of 
the  writings — talking  with  such  certainty,  all  presenting  the  tremen- 
dous sense  of  the  moral  perfection  of  God — the  terrific  “fuss”  as  Dr. 
Phillips  phrases  it,  about  sin  and  salvation  and  the  insistence  on  the 
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only  safe  approach  to  God,  being  through  Christ,  and  while  all  religions 
attempt  briage-heads  toward  Him,  it  is  only  through  Christ  that  a 
real  safe  bridge  has  been  built  to  God,  the  incredibly  active  and 
powerful  source  of  all  life,  love,  goodness,  truth  and  beauty.  The 
only  safe  approach  to  an  only  means  of  living  in  spiritual  union  with 
^c\a  power  lies  in  Christ,  God  become  man.  These  early  Christians 
can  hardly  find  words  to  express  their  awed  appreciation  of  the  free 
but  costly  bridge  that  was  built  for  man  by  this  act  of  God 


t*®  early  Christians,  this  present  life  was  only  an  incident 
t ^ s!nse  of  responsibility  as  a preface  to  sharing  the 

timeless  life  of  God;  remembering  rights  of  citizenship  were  also  in 
e unseen  world  of  reality.  Christianity  to  them  was  a real  and  daily 
eX§e(IuenCj'  ■^^1,eir  byes  had  been  invaded  by  a new  quality  of  life 
and  they  do  not  hesitate  to  describe  this  as  Christ  living  in  their  hearts 
and  minds  transforming  and  bringing  exuberant  vitality  to  their 
lives.  Iheir  little  human  lives  had  been  linked  up  through  Christ 
with  the  very  life  of  God.  The  translator  calls  our  attention  to  the 
heartening  remembrance  that  this  faith  took  root  and  flourished 
amazingly  in  conditions  that  would  havo  killed  anything  less  vital  in 
a matter  of  weeks.  The  early  Christians  were  on  fire  with  the  con- 
viction that  they  had  become  through  Christ,  literally  sons  of  God; 
they  were  pioneers  of  a new  humanity,  founders  of  a new  kingdom. 

They  still  speak  to  us  across  the  centuries.  Perhaps  if  we  believed 
what  they  believed  we  might  achieve  what  they  achieved. 

We  are  challenged  this  new  quadrennium  by  a wonderful  new 
theme  “The  Spirit  of  Christ  for  all  of  Life.”  A new  quadrennium— 
a new  theme — new  goals— to  be  achieved  wholly  in  your  life,  in 
mine.  Let  this  be  our  commitment  to  be  achieved’  in  the  lives  of  all 
the  members  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  Let  us  dedicate  ourselves  to  this  end. 


The  attainment  of  our  goals  lies  largely  within  the  decisions  we 
make  at  each  testing  time.  There  are  unnumbered  women,  members 
of  our  churches  who  see  no  need  for  the  great  world-wide  reach  of 
Christianity.  All  these  are  our  responsibility.  How  approach  them? 
How  arouse  their  interest  and  concern  in  the  things  of  Christ.  This 
challenge  calls  for  great  confidence  in  the  teachings  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Self  surrender  to  His  purposes  for  your  life  and  mine.  Here  is  the 
extremity  we  must  reach,  our  deepest  extremity,  when  God  can 
take  hold  of  us  and  use  us  to  the  end  that  all  people  everywhere  may 
be  our  urgent  concern. 


THE  SPIRIT  OF  CHRIST— FOR  ALL  OF  LIFE— This  quadrennial 
theme  can  bind  us  together  in  a special  way  as  we  seek  to  fulfill  the 
purpose  for  which  we  are  organized. 

Mrs.  Tillman,  president  of  the  Division,  told  us  that  the  geograph- 
ical outieach  of  missions  is  at  the  ends  of  the  earth,  wherever  the 
Christian  is,  he  has  a mission.  Our  purpose  is  to  serve  Christ,  with 
Christ  continually  leading  out  in  front.  We  are  trying  to  undergird 
the  ongoing  developing  Christian  organization.  We  are  all  committed 
to  interpret  in  His  spirit,  to  change  the  world  to  new  mind  and  new 
purpose.  We  need  understanding  to  evaluate,  to  adjust,  to  challenge. 
The  faster  the  intellectual,  spiritual,  cultural  tendencies  develop,  the 
slower  anger  and  arrogance  must  be  allowed  to  move.  We  must  seek 
justice  before  we  can  reach  out  in  empathy  to  others.  We  seek  His 
guidance  to  attain  our  goals. 

The  Bishops  have  asked  us  as  church  women  this  new  quadren- 
nium to  be  looking  to  the  emphasis  of  the  local  church,  with  new  vi- 
sion of  its  own  possibilities  and  new  realization  of  what  the  Church 
can  really  do  with  40,000  local  churches  in  the  United  States.  Recent- 
ly I heard  an  appalling  revelation,  statistics  given  by  a Bishop,  that 
2200  Methodist  charges  this  past  year  did  not  receive  one  new  disci- 
ple on  profession  of  faith.  The  first  business  of  the  Church  is  to 
reach  people,  and  our  first  responsibility  is  to  reach  women. 
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Let  us  look  at  our  own  beloved  Louisiana.  We  have  342  Societies 
and  99  Guilds,  but  there  are  36  charges  that  have  no  Woman’s  Society 
or  Guild,  or  district  member.  Can  we  help  these  women  to  enrich 
their  lives  by  organizing  v/oman’s  societies?  May  we  come  to  have 
Paul’s  vision  and  become  all  things  to  all  people?  Paul  was  interested 
in  people.  With  Paul  let  us  look  forward  to  the  time  when  “every  knee 
shall  bow  and  every  tongue  shall  confess  the  glory  of  God.”  Praise 
becomes  the  instinctive  reaction  of  everyone  who  knows  that  God’s 
greatness  flows  around  our  incompleteness.  God’s  judgments  are 
abroad  in  the  world  even  now,  and  sharpen  our  sense  of  responsi- 
bility to  God. 

Peter  also  had  vision.  In  II  Peter  3:13  he  wrote  “We  look  for  new 
heavens  and  new  earth  wherein  dwelleth  righteousness.”  We  have 
the  outlook  of  the  whole  world,  but  we  also  have  the  task  of  redeem- 
ing our  immediate  community.  In  the  work  of  our  Woman’s  Division, 
working  in  thirty  countries,  many  pieces  of  work  are  joint  projects 
of  the  Woman’s  Division  and  the  World  Division  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions of  our  church  and  there  are  interdominational  projects  in 
World  Missions. 

At  Ewha  College,  Korea,  seventy  years  have  been  celebrated.  A 
seventy-fifth  anniversary  was  celebrated  at  Collegio  Americana  last 
year. 

The  great  Centennial  of  work  begun  in  India  took  place  in  Luck- 
now, India,  in  the  fall  of  1956.  How  thrilling  it  was  to  worship  with 
those  cultured  Christians.  Our  Bishops  never  spoke  better.  The  com- 
munion meditation  begged  that  each  service  bring  each  of  us  to  a 
greater  dedication,  to  a greater  oneness  with  the  outporing  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  enveloping  our  work  and  our  lives. 

We  journeyed  to  Bareilly  to  visit  where  Methodism  had  begun 
its  work  a hundred  years  ago,  and  found  a program  of  teaching, 
healing  and  preaching.  Our  Clara  Swain  Hospital  ministers  to  hun- 
dreds of  women  and  children  and  men  with  Dr.  Wilma  and  Dr. 
Charles  Perrill  directing  the  work  of  the  hospital.  Miss  Maude  Nelson, 
who  told  me  she  caught  the  vision  of  service  while  serving  as  a 
nurse  at  Touro  Hospital,  New  Orleans,  heads  the  Warne  Baby  Fold, 
and  she  sent  her  special  love  to  Louisiana  women. 

Jesus  gives  His  church  and  His  people  the  comfort  and  strength  of 
His  presence.  Jesus  speaks  to  us,  then  gives  us  His  Holy  Spirit.  He 
gives  us  power;  then  gives  us  a job  to  do. 

Peter’s  brother,  Andrew,  had  vision.  Andrew  was  always  lending 
encouragement  to  others.  It  was  Andrew  who  said  “there  is  a lad 
with  five  barley  loaves  and  two  fishes.”  Let  us  bring  our  loaves  and 
fishes  to  the  Master  and  He  will  multiply  them  that  we  may  help 
others. 

The  apostles  first  gave  themselves  to  the  Lord.  In  Louisiana  we 
have  many  young  women  who  have  given  themselves  to  God’s  Service 
This  January,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Woman’s  Division  and 
Board  of  Missions,  our  Gretchen  Elston,  of  Noel  Memorial  Church, 
Shreveport,  was  commissioned  to  go  as  a full  time  missionary  to 
.Taoan.  Anna  Givens  went  to  Japan  last  year.  Patsy  Alexander  went 
this  year  and  is  now  at  Herradura.  Cuba,  serving  as  head  of  a girls’ 
school.  At  Scarritt  College  last  week  I had  several  visits  with  Norma 
Garlington  who  is  finishing  there.  After  a year  working  as  Religious 
Educational  Director  in  a church  in  Louisiana,  she  is  to  be  consecrated 
as  a Deaconess.  Margaret  Wade  Campbell  is  an  L.A.-3  in  Mexico. 
Stella  Lowe  Matherne,  Geraldine  Hunt  and  Jo  Ann  Richardson  are 
TTS-2s.  and  we  are  happy  that  Jo  Ann  is  here  this  week.  Elma  Ashby, 
commissioned  in  1940  has  just  returned  for  a furlough  from  Africa 
and  should  be  with  us  at  our  Conference  School  of  Missions  this 
summer  at  Centenary  College,  in  August. 
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Mrs.  Louise  Mitchell  Larsen,  of  Rayne  Memorial  Church,  New 
Orleans,  with  a Master’s  degree  from  Tulane  School  of  Social  Work, 
is  executive  of  a staff  of  nineteen  at  Toherman  Settlement  House, 
San  Pedro,  California. 

We  are  so  grateful  to  our  newest  officer,  Mrs.  Lonnie  Clark,  Con- 
ference Secretary  of  Missionary  Service,  for  contacting  our  many 
missionaries,  deaconesses,  both  active  and  retired,  and  also  the  con- 
tract workers  directing  our  Woman’s  Society  Institutions  in.  our  own 
conference.  We  want  them  all  to  know  that  they  have  the  under- 
girding of  our  prayers  for  God’s  kingdom  they  are  building  in  Louisi- 
ana, and  throughout  the  world. 

We  would  challenge  ourselves  at  every  point,  knowing  that 
through  true  worship  we  may  give  ourselves  to  pure  integrity.  Jesus 
said,  “ I have  chosen  you.  and  .appointed  you  that  you  should  go  and 
bear  fruit,  and  that  your  fruit  should  abide.” 

May  He  grant  us  zeal  and  enthusiasm  to  carry  His  banner  for- 
ward and  may  we  go  forth  with  the  leadership  of  His  spirit  paramount 
in  our  lives  offering  all  Methodist  ’Women  of  Louisiana  the  Spirit 
of  Christ  for  ALL  of  Life.  “By  this  shall  all  men  know  that  you  are 
my  disciples  if  you  have  love  one  for  another  and  lo  I am  with  you 
always.”  His  .great  commission  still  challenges.

Vice-President 

The  work  of  the  Vice-President  has  increased  in  scope  during 
the  past  few  years.  Not  only  is  she  to  know  the  work  of  the  Society, 
assume  the  duties  of  the  President  in  her  absence,  promote  the  in- 
terests of  the  entire  Society  but  she  must  also  serve  as  chairman  of 
the  Program  Committee. 

The  Program  Committee 

Active  Program  Committees  meeting  regularly  have  resulted  in 
better  Programs  in  Societies  throughout  the  Conference.  Nearly  all 
societies  report  that  they  used  the  suggested  Program  material.  Circle 
programs  are  diverse,  well-planned  and  in  most  cases,  interesting  _ and 
inspirational.  Greater  interest  is  being  taken  in  planning  better  circle 
programs.  Special  days  have  been  observed.  72  reported  observing 
United  Nations  Day,  *53  reported  observing  World  Community  Day, 
15  reported  observing  Human  Rights  Day,  50  May  Fellowship  Day, 
248  reported  observing  Week  of  Prayer, 20  reported  having  Thank 
Offering  Services,  28  reported  having  a Day  Apart,  168  reported  ob- 
served World  Day  of  Prayer. 

Study  classes  are  being  coordinated  with  year’s  program  and 
increased  emphasis  has  been  put  on  action  growing  out  of  study  and 
regular  monthly  Programs.  Evaluating  Programs  and  studies  is  im- 
portant. Program  Committees  are  urged  to  do  this  quarterly  or  three 
times  a year. 

Year  Books 

The  use  of  the  “Date  Book”  or  Year  Books  prepared  by  the  Pro- 
gram Committee  is  increasing.  This  helps  the  member  of  the  Society 
to  keep  up  with  the  calendar  of  events  and  plan  ahead  for  meetings. 


World  Federation 

The  meeting  of  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women  in 
Lake  Junaluska  in  August,  1956,  stimulated  much  interest  in  the  pro- 
gram of  the  Federation.  Many  Societies  reported  interesting  Programs 
presented  in  local  Societies.  Mrs.  C.  X.  Jones,  Conf-rene-  P^-nt 
and  Mrs  A.  J.  Ensminger  of  Wisner  attended.  The  film-strip  “Metho- 
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dist  Women— World  Wide  Friends”  has  been  used.  There  was  a “Fed- 
eration Dinner”  during  the  Annual  meeting.  Color  slides  of  the  Fed- 
eration meeting  were  shown  and  comments  given  by  Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones. 

Reports 

The  quality  of  reporting  has  been  much  better  during  the  last 
two  periods.  Reports  are  more  complete  and  several  Districts  have 
almost  100%  for  the  year.  Reports  are  due  into  the  District  Vice-Presi- 
dent on  October  10,  February  10,  and  June  10.  Let’s  be  100%  in  Re- 
porting. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

In  view  of  the  Quadrennial  Goals  which  point  to  self  analysis, 
I make  the  following  recommendations  for  Vice-Presidents  on  each 
level. 

1.  Study  the  Quadrennial  theme,  THE  SPIRIT  OF  CHRIST  — 
FOR  ALL  OF  LIFE.  Is  Christ  the  guiding  force  in  your  life? 
In  ALL  your  life?  Are  the  programs  which  are  planned  by 
the  Committee  on  Program  seeking  to  make  Christ  real  to  each 
woman?  Are  you,  as  Vice-President,  assuming  your  full  share 
of  the  responsibility  for  making  your  society  a Christ-cen- 
tered society; 

2.  Study  the  seven  goals  as  they  are  related  to  the  theme.  Are 
the  programs  planned  to  keep  these  goals  ever-present  in  the 
thinking  of  each  member  of  the  society?  Is  your  society  con- 
scious of  these  goals,  and  working  toward  their  fulfillment 
in  the  lives  of  each  member,  and  in  the  local  church? 

3.  Study  again  the  purpose  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service  as  stated  in  the  Constitution.  Are  the  members 
of  the  Committee  on  Program  fully  conscious  of  this  purpose 
as  they  plan  the  program  for  the  society? 

4.  Set  forth  your  purpose  or  purposes  for  the  programs  for  1957- 
1958 — “The  March  of  Missions.”  Set  forth  the  purpose  for  each 
program  for  general  meeting,  study  course,  circle  meeting  or 
special  day. 

5.  Make  adequate  and  careful  plans  for  each  program.  This  can 
only  be  done  by  the  participation  of  every  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Program. 

After  this  analysis  has  been  made,  we  further  recommend: 

1.  That  a missionary,  deaconess  or  worker  from  one  of  the  Insti- 
tutions of  the  Woman’s  Division  present  the  missionary  work 
either  to  the  society  or  to  the  church  as  a whole,  or  that  a 
District  or  Conference  officer  be  asked  to  present  the  work 
of  the  Woman’s  Division. 

2.  That  news  of  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women  be 
presented  once  each  period. 

Contact  should  be  made  with  women  of  the  African  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church,  the  African  Methodist  Episcopal  Zion 
Church,  the  Christian  Methodist  Church,  the  Free  Methodist

3.  That  each  District  buy  the  sound  film-strip:  “Methodist  Wom- 
en World-Wide  Friends,”  purchase  price  $11.00  at  the  Meth- 
odist Publishing  House,  1910  Main  Street,  Dallas,  Texas. 

4.  That  the  work  of  the  Program  Committee  be  presented  in 
each  zone  once  each  year. 

5.  That  the  Program  Committee  meet  each  period  to  evaluate 
the  programs  of  the  past  four  months  and  to  make  plans  for 
the  next  period.

6.  That  reports  include  detailed  accounts  of  action  growing  out 
of  Monthly  Programs  and  Studies.

PROMOTION  REPORT 
Mrs.  Lee  Tidwell,  Secretary 

As  we  look  at  our  last  year’s  work,  we  can  see  steady,  sure  prog- 
ress. Due  to  the  fact  that  rolls  were  not  cleared  since  August  of  1955, 
our  membership  increase  of  175  does  not  seem  spectacular,  but  this 
increase  is  counted  only  after  the  rolls  were  cleared  for  the  first 
time  in  almost  two  years.  Last  year  we  reported  54  churches  unorgan- 
ized; now  only  33  churches  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  have  no  Soci- 
ety members.  Alexandria  District  achieved  100%  organization  for  the 
first  time  this  year.  Lake  Charles,  Ruston  and  Shreveport  Districts 
held  their  100%  which  gives  us  four  districts  with  100%  organiza- 
tion. Six  districts  were  100%  in  reporting  for  the  entire  year:  Alex- 
andria, Lafayette,  Lake  Charles,  New  Orleans,  and  Shreveport.  We 
now  have  a total  of  340  societies. 

As  we  look  at  the  past  gains  we  are  gratefully  proud,  but  as  we 
realize  that  today’s  achievement  was  yesterday’s  goal,  we  look  to 
greater  goals  and  more  perfect  service  as  we  dedicate  ourselves  to 
seek  “The  Spirit  of  Christ — for  all  of  Life.”

RECOMMENDATIONS 

IT  IS  RECOMMENDED: 

In  Organization: 

1.  That  every  effort  be  made  to  secure  the  organization  of  a 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  every  church. 

(a)  That  the  new  leaflet  on  “The  Small  Society”  be  carefully 
studied  by  the  District  Secretaries.  Effective  groups  may 
be  secured  no  matter  how  few  the  number. 

(b)  That  Circuit  or  Larger  Parish  societies  be  organized  where 
it  is  not  advisable  to  have  a society  in  each  church. 

(c)  That  District  Secretaries  continue  to  enlist  “District  Mem- 
bers” in  unchurched  or  isolated  areas. 

2.  That  Secretaries  of  Promotion  on  conference  and  district  level 
give  help  and  encouragement  to  all  societies  in  understand- 
ing the  organization,  the  purpose  and  goals  of  the  Woman’s 
Society  by: 

(a)  Personal  visits.

(c)  Channeling  information  promptly. 

(d)  Encouraging  attendance  at  Zone,  District  and  Conference 
Annual  Meetings. 

3 That  a careful  study  be  made  of  the  revised  publications  o£ 
the  Woman’s  Society  such  as  A Guide,  Handbooks  (especially 
the  Handbook  for  Secretaries  of  Promotion),  Report  Blanks 
for  the  entire  year,  Leaflets,  etc.,  as  well  as  monthly  reading 
of  the  Methodist  Woman,  in  order  that  there  might  be  greater 
understanding  and  more  faithful  interpretation  of  the  pur- 
pose, goals  and  work  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service. 

4.  That  there  be  an  Officers’  Training  Day  in  each  local  society 
as  soon  after  elections  as  possible  and  that  consideration  be 
given  to  the  cooperative  plans  with  The  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  in  the  Officers’  Training  Day  for  greater  understand- 
ing of  the  integrated  program  of  The  Woman’s  Society  and 
the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

5.  In  consultation  with  the  President  of  South  Central  Jurisdic- 
tion and  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild, 
it  is  recommended: 

That  the  first  Executive  Committee  Meeting,  following 
election  of  officers  in  the  local  society,  be  held  in  the 
evening  or  at  a time  when  it  is  possible  for  the  President 
and  Treasurer  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  to  attend. 

In  Membership: 

1.  That  Conference  and  District  Secretaries  encourage  and  pro- 
mote the  use  of  the  “Membership  Crusade  Plan”  in  every  so- 
ciety in  the  Conference. 

2.  That  Conference,  District  and  Local  Secretaries  co-operate 
with  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  in  planning  for  the  Member- 
ship Crusade. 

3.  That  Secretaries  of  Promotion  in  the  local  society  keep  an 
up-to-date  and  accurate  list  of  all  women  in  the  church  who 
are  not  members  of  the  Woman’s  Society  or  Guild  and  of 
prospective  women  members  in  the  community  for  the  pur- 
pose of  cultivation  by  the  Membership  Committee. 

In  Reporting: 

1.  That  a record  be  kept  by  the  Secretary  of  Promotion  in  the 
local  society  of  all  members  transferred  into  the  society  as 
well  as  those  transferred  out,  those  deceased  and  those  drop- 
ped from  the  rolls  for  other  reasons  in  order  that  an  accurate 
membership  count  can  be  given  on  the  Annual  Report. 

2.  That  District  Secretaries  of  Promotion  keep  an  accurate  rec- 
ord of  names  and  addresses  of  District  Members  — reporting 
same  on  the  space  provided  on  the  District  Secretaries  Report 
Blank. 

3.  That  we  continue  to  strive  for  100%  reporting  in  every  dis- 
trict of  the  Louisiana  Conference. 

ALEXANDRIA  DISTRICT 
Mrs.  C.  W.  Tebow 

Alexandria  District  has  deeply  felt  “The  Spirit  of  Christ  - For  All 
of  Life”  as  the  year  1956-57  has  been  a great  milestone  for  us.  It  was 
in  this  year  that  our  district  became  100%  organized.  Through  the 
splendid  cooperation  of  ministers,  zone  leaders,  district  officers,  and 
other  interested  lay-women  we  have  been  able  to  reach  this  goal.  We 
now  have  forty  societies  and  twenty-seven  churches  with  district 
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members,  giving  us  a total  of  1180  members  in  the  Woman’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service.  Our  hope  for  the  new  year  is  that  many  of  these 
district  members  will  be  the  nucleus  of  new  societies  in  their  church- 
es so  that  we  may  continue  our  growth  throughout  the  district. 

Again  our  district  has  gone  over  the  top  in  paying  its  pledge  to 
missions.  We  have  sent  $10,388.55 — $1,583.00  above  our  pledge  We 
have  continued  our  contributions  to  the  Alcohol  Education  Fund  and 
sent  in  $640.00  for  the  Week  of  Prayer  offering.  Supply  Askings  were 
met  throughout  the  district  with  $738.00  being  sent  for  Home  Missions 
and  S484.00  for  foreign  work.  Our  women  have  cheerfully  traveled 
the  “second  mile”  in  their  giving  to  the  work  of  the  division. 

Our  program  year  began  with  a very  excellent  seminar  held  at 
Trinity  Church  in  Alexandria.  Two  of  our  conference  officers  and 
two  district  officers  presented  the  new  studies  for  the  year,  with 
special  emphasis  being  put  on  program  building.  This  has  also  been 
carried  over  into  fine  zone  meetings  along  with  officers’  training  pro- 
grams, too.  Our  district  has  been  near  the  top  in  Jurisdiction  Classes, 
with  many  fine  studies  reported  by  he  societies.  There  has  been  an 
increase  in  efficiency  classes  also. 

Many  groups  sponsored  Trick  or  Treat  for  the  U.  N.  I.  C.  E.  F. 
last  October  with  very  gratifying  results.  More  additional  sessions  are 
being  held  for  the  children  and  all  churches  are  holding  Vacation 
Bible  Schools.  Our  district  is  looking  forward  to  having  a youth  cara- 
van within  the  district  this  summer  and  many  of  our  churches  are 
observing  student  recognition  days  and  using  their  students  in  vari- 
ous ways”. 

Prayer  groups  continue  their  effective  work  and  many  societies 
have  begun  using  the  prayer  calendars  with  a realization  of  the  great 
need  for  daily  prayer.  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self  Denial  was  observed 
in  most  of  the  societies  and  many  groups  participated  in  the  World 
Day  of  Prayer. 

A fine  book  room  was  set  up  for  seminar  and  many  availed  them- 
selves of  this  opportunity  to  get  study  books.  Literature  and  Publica- 
tions has  been  capably  kept  before  the  attention  of  the  societies  at 
each  zone  meeting. 

It  was  our  privilege  to  host  the  annual  conference  in  March  at 
First  Church  Alexandria.  Many  societies  throughout  the  district  were 
represented  there.  Our  district  meeting  was  held  in  Colfax  and  was 
very  well  attended.  We  were  very  fortunate  in  having  Mrs.  F.  C.  Hal- 
ey give  us  the  highlights  of  the  conference  on  missions  at  Buck  Hill 
Falls.  It  was  also  our  honor  to  have  our  conference  President,  Mrs. 
C.  I.  Jones,  with  us  and  she  installed  the  newly  elected  officers  in  a 
very  lovely  service. 

It  has  truly  been  a great  year  and  we  end  it  with  a prayer  that 
the  new  year  that  is  dawning  will  be  even  more  fruitful,  “That  the 
Spirit  of  Christ  May  Fill  All  Our  Lives.”

LAFAYETTE  DISTRICT

Lafayette  District  is  now  three  years  old.  With  a beginning  of 
23  Societies  and  5 Guilds,  there  were  13  unorganized  churches.  Now 
there  are  29  Societies,  5 Guilds  and  4 unorganized  churches,  with  the 
ground  work  laid  for  further  organization  next  year.  This  year  we 
welcomed  Patterson  and  Golden  Meadow  as  they  officially  joined  the 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

The  total  membership  of  the  District  is  1263,  including  92  Guild 
members  and  8 District  Members.  One  District  Member  was  elected 
to  the  District  office  of  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publicaions  for 
next  year. 

Pledge  and  Supply  Askings  were  overpaid,  with  Special  Member- 
ships amounting  to  $700.00  for  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service 
and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

Much  interest  was  shown  in  the  Seminar  at  Abbeville  in  Septem- 
ber, which  resulted  in  an  increase  in  study  courses  for  the  year.  Mel- 
ville, with  a membership  of  19,  deserves  special  recognition  for  earn- 
ing 4 Jurisdiction  Recognitions. 

Zone  meetings  had  special  emphasis  this  year,  with  several  Dist- 
rict officers  participating  in  each  program.  The  Fall  emphasis  was 
on  program  building,  worked  out  in  an  excellent  skit  written  by  our 
District  President,  Mrs.  P.  D.  Lambert.  Spring  Zone  meetings  em- 
phasized officer  training  with  at  least  6 District  officers  at  each  of  the 
4 meetings. 

At  our  District  Conference  in  Lafayette,  Mrs.  F.  C.  Haley  Con- 
ference Secretary  of  Missionary  Education,  was  the  featured  speak- 
er, with  a most  inspiring  message  pointing  up  highlights  of  the  Sec- 
ond Conference  on  Missions  at  Buck  Hill  Falls.

The  Lake  Charles  District  officers  have  promoted  all  phases  of 
the  work  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  we  feel 
that  we  have  had  a good  year. 

Our  Missionary  Education  Seminar  was  held  in  Simpson  Church 
in  Lake  Charles  with  outstanding  attendance.  Each  Study  was  well 
planned  and  given  with  much  interest  and  enthusiasm. 

There  have  been  thirty  Jurisdiction  recognition  credits  given, 
eight  Efficiency  Classes  were  held,  and  most  every  Society  reported 
having  some  approved  Study  during  the  year.

Meetings,  the  Seminar  and  District  Meeting  .The  Societies  were  kept 
informed  of  all  new  material  as  it  came  off  the  press.  Three  hundred 
ninety-seven  dollars  and  twenty-six  cents  ($397.26)  was  made  from 
the  sale  of  literature  during  the  year.  There  were  5lP?  subscriptions 
to  “The  Methodist  Woman,”  241  to  the  “World  Outlook,”  and  35  new 
combination  subscriptions. 

We  had  a very  interesting  District  Meeting  in  DeRidder  First 
Church,  with  Mrs.  F.  C.  Haley,  Conference  Secretary  of  Missionary 
Education,  as  our  Guest  Speaker.  Our  Zone  Meetings  were  well  plan- 
ned and  the  attendance  was  above  average.

OTHER  IMPROVEMENTS  include  an  increase  in  prayer  groups;

to  missions  by  $2,616.45  and  meeting  our  Supply  askings.

RUSTON  DISTRICT

The  total  membership  in  the  Ruston  District  is  fast  approaching 
the  2000  mark.  We  now  have  1756  members  of  the  Woman’s  Society, 
a gain  of  121  for  1956-57;  and  152  members  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild,  a gain  of  33.  Our  district  is  100%  organized  with  46  Societies, 
10  Guilds,  27  District  Members.  One  new  society  was  organized  at 
Sibley  where  we  formerly  had  only  a district  member.  All  46  socie- 
ties have  reported  100%  for  the  year. 

We  had  a year  of  study  and  led  the  conference  with  58  study 
courses  which  received  Jurisdiction  Recognition,  15  courses  receiving 
efficiency  credit  and  73  non-credit  classes.  A fine  seminar  was  held 
at  Trinity  Church  in  Ruston  the  first  of  September.  The  registration 
showed  that  115  district  women  attended  this  meeting.  Our  district 
supported  the  School  of  Missions  at  Centenary  College  in  August;  24 
women  registered  with  18  receiving  credits  and  many  more  were  in 
attendance  for  one  or  two  days. 

An  inspiring  Annual  meeting  was  held  in  the  beautiful  church 
at  Haynesville  at  which  time  capable  officers  were  installed  for  the 
coming  year.  Seven  retiring  district  officers  have  been  honored  by 
Ruston  District  sending  a substantial  gift  of  money  to  the  Pension 
Plan  or  Medical  Care  for  Retired  Deaconesses  and  Missionaries  in 
their  names.  Many  Special  Memberships  were  given  by  local  socie- 
ties honoring  faithful  members  and  officers  of  long  standing. 

All  our  publications  are  faithfully  used  by  our  societies.  We 
have  544  subscriptions  to  “The  Methodist  Woman”  and  172  subscrip- 
tions to  “The  World  Outlook.”  Over  $17,000  was  paid  into  the  treas- 
ury of  Ruston  District  during  1956-57.  This  over  paid  our  pledge  to 
Missions,  fully  paid  our  Supply  Work  in  the  Home  and  Foreign  Fields, 
and  included  generous  collections  for  every  special  need. 

Our  district  has  unusual  strength  in  five  capable  Zone  Leaders. 
Regular  meetings  are  held  and  fine  programs  are  carried  out,  with 
some  District  Members  usually  attending. 

The  number  of  societies  using  the  service  activity  cards  has  in- 
creased as  has  the  number  of  women  serving  on  General  Boards, 
Official  Boards,  delegates  to  Annual  and  Jurisdictional  Conferences. 

We  are  humbly  grateful  for  the  achievements  of  the  past  ye^r 
and  each  one  prays  as  she  enters  a new  year  of  work:  “That  I,  Th# 
will  may  do,  Show  me  the  way;  For  this  my  strength  renew  from 
day  to  day;  This  my  earnest  plea,  Thine  wholly.

As  a result  we  continue  100%  organized  in  the  District;  1 society

of  2819  (less  20  W.  S.  G.  units  with  a membership  of  342).  15  District 
members  contributed  $50.30  and  did  great  work  where  they  live. 
269  new  members  were  added  to  our  rolls. 

Zone  meetings  were  well  planned  and  good  programs  given, 
with  excellent  attendance.  District  meetings,  Educational  Seminars 
(Society  and  Guild);  Guild  Week-end  at  Caney  Lake,  Coaching  Con- 
ferences and  the  School  of  Missions  afforded  educational  opportuni- 
ties for  several  hundred  women.  We  were  well  represented  at  the 
Annual  Meeting.

We  gave  a grand  total  of:  ($3,895.43  W.  S.  G.)  $31,193.29  W.S.  C.  S.

16  group  and  individual  meetings;  visited  26  Societies;  3 zones;  4 
District  meetings;  (2  society;  2 guild);  The  W.  S.  G.  Week-end;  the 
School  of  Missions;  the  Research  Committee  and  all  Executive  Com- 
mittee meetings  of  Conference  and  District  (2  of  W.  S.  G.);  and  vis- 
ited every  District  member  in  some  manner. 

All  reports,  local  and  District,  were  made  100%  for  the  entire- 
year. 

I have  conscientiously  tried  to  “promote,”  “to  continue  the 
growth,”  “to  encourage,”  “to  advance,”  and  “ exalt.”

ciples of  Christ,”  to  understand  the  peoples  of  the  world  and  their 
needs,  to  become  acquainted  with  the  missionary  program  of  the 
Woman’s  Division  and  other  agencies  of  the  church,  and  to  confront 
the  local  church  with  the  challenge  of  recruitment  of  missionaries 
and  deaconesses. 


From  the  materials  related  to  the  Conference  on  missions  at  Buck 
Hill  Falls  the  most  challenging  statements  concerned  the  “neglect  of 
Missionary  Education”  and  the  “lack  of  complete  personal  commit- 
ment.” In  this  moment  of  unprecedented  world  need  and  opportun- 
ity, dare  we  fail  to  answer  the  call  and  demands  of  Missionary  Edu- 
cation? Only  as  Missionary  Education  carries  the  entire  church  for- 
ward with  a vital  and  growing  interest  will  the  missionary  cause 
have  the  support  in  dollars  and  dedicated  personnel  so  badly  needed 
today. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


WE  RECOMMEND: 

1.  That  every  local  society  have  a Secretary  of  Missionary  Edu- 
ucation  and  Service,  and  that  she  report  regularly,  and  ON 
TIME. 

2.  That  each  conference  strive  for  a 15%  increase  in  Jurisdic- 
diction  Recognition  Classes,  and  a 10%  increase  in  Efficiency 
Classes. 

3.  That  every  local  society  study  “The  Work  of  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service.” 

4.  That  every  local  society  co-operate  with  the  pastor  and  the 
Commission  on  Missions  in  the  current  church-wide  study. 

5.  That  the  local  secretary,  through  her  membership  on  the 
Committee  on  Programs,  urge  the  use  of  five  minutes  on  each 
general  meeting  program  for  missionary  information  from  the 
field. 

6.  That  every  local  society  form  at  least  one  Reading  Circle;  and 
that  it  have  a Woman’s  Society  library  or  add  regularly  to 
the  church  library. 

7.  That  tours  to  nearby  Woman’s  Division  projects  be  continued 
as  an  educational  process. 

8.  That  conference  secretaries  send  letters  of  information  and 
inspiration  to  their  district  secretaries  at  least  once  a period, 
and  that  once  a year  they  send  sufficient  copies  of  their  let- 
ters to  the  district  secretaries  for  them  to  send  a copy  to  each 
local  secretary. 

9.  That  district  secretaries  keep  in  warm,  personal  contact  with 
their  local  secretaries,  and  that  together  they  strive  for  100% 
reporting  this  year. 

10.  That  members  of  Woman’s  Societies  and  Wesleyan  Service 
Guilds  of  overlapping  districts,  conferences,  and  jurisdictions 
be  invited  to  attend  our  Educational  Seminars  and  our 
Schools  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service.

MISSIONARY  SERVICE 
Mrs.  Lonnie  Clark 

At  the  Mid-year  Executive  Committee  meeting  of  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  a new  office 
was  created  separating  the  two  responsibilities  included  in  the  office 
of  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  into  Secretary  of 
Missionary  Education  and  Secretary  of  Missionary  Service.  This  latter 
being  the  new  office  created,  I was  elected  to  this  office. 

Since  January  18th,  I have  contacted  ten  retired  Missionaries  and 
deaconesses,  five  foreign  Missionaries,  twenty-seven  deaconesses,  U.S.- 
2’s  and  contract  workers,  and  have  had  replies  from  twenty-nine  of 
these  letters  which  warms  our  hearts  and  makes  us  know  that  those 
who  go  out  as  our  representatives  are  so  fine,  so  dedicated,  so  cap- 
able, and  that  they  long  for  the  love  and  prayers  from  home,  we  have 
assured  them  of. 


CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS

As  we  come  to  the  close  of  the  first  year  of  the  new  quadrennium, 
our  special  focus  of  “Christian  Social  Relations”  has  been  directed 
toward  those  studies  and  activities  that  help  us  in  Understanding 
our  World  in  the  Spirit  of  Christ. 

The  name  of  the  department  has  been  shortened,  and  “Local 
Church  Activities”  has  been  transferred  to  a chairman  in  the  local 
society.  This  means  that  the  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
will  devote  her  time  to  the  promotion  of  Legislation,  United  Nations, 
Alcohol,  and  other  social  and  economic  problems  of  our  day.  There 
has  been  some  confusion  and  overlapping  in  the  change,  but  no  lack 
of  work  on  the  part  of  the  women. 

Special  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  Legislation  and  Christian 
citizenship  due  to  the  elections  this  year.  Many  women  report  dis- 
cussing the  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  urging  women  to  vote, 
helping  in  local  option  campaigns,  writing  letters  to  our  Congressmen 
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opposing  the  Bricker  Amendment,  supporting  appropriations  to  United 
Nations  and  technical  assistance,  and  the  Langer  Bill. 

A major  interest  to  the  women  has  been  the  study  and  support 
of  the  United  Nations.  Women  throughout  the  Conference  cooperated 
with  the  Hallowe’en  “Trick  or  Treat”  program  of  UNICEF  to  make 
it  a real  Christian  experience  and  learning  project  for  children. 

The  pledge  to  the  Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic  Foundation  for 
the  purchase  of  needed  printing  equipment  has  been  paid.  Support  of 
this  organization  has  been  placed  in  the  budget  of  the  local  church, 
and  will  no  longer  be  paid  through  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  of  the  Louisiana  Conference.  Our  interest  and  concern  of  the 
alcohol  problem  is  a continuing  responsibility,  therefore,  we  will  con- 
tinue our  study  of  alcohol  in  support  of  the  Louisiana  Moral  and 
Civic  Foundation. 

Renewed  interest  in  the  Christian  Social  Relations  study,  “Youth 
in  a Responsible  Society”  has  been  reported  by  66  societies. 

There  has  been  increasing  cooperation  across  denominational 
lines  with  the  Council  of  Churches,  and  the  United  Church  Women. 
World  Community  Day,  which  had  as  its  program  emphasis  “Human 
Rights,”  found  many  Methodist  women  cooperating. 

Reporting  has  improved  with  each  district  reporting  each  time, 
and  Shreveport  District  reporting  100  percent  for  the  last  quarter. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

"Understanding  Our  World  In  the  Spirit  of  Christ."  This  is  the 
great  imperative  today  for  Christians  who  seek  a new  world  of  peace 
and  justice.  As  steps  toward  understanding  our  World  the  Christian 
woman  must  seek  to . . . 

“...relate  her  local  church  and  community  to  available  channels 
for  building  world  co-operation  and  understanding  through  support 
and  use  of  channels  of ...  ” 

United  Nations.  What  the  UN  is  able  to  do  in  the  face  of  recur- 
ring political  crises  will  be  a substantial  factor  in  achieving  the  pur- 
pose set  forth  in  the  UN  Charter:  “To  save  succeeding  generations 
from  the  scourge  of  war.”  Therefore,  we  will  give  our  approval  and 
support  to  the  United  Nations  Credo  of  the  Woman’s  Division. 

Technical  Assistance.  The  need  for  Technical  Assistance  is  grow- 
ing more  acute  as  more  nations  progress  to  the  point  where  they 
know  how  to  make  good  use  of  it  in  improving  conditions  within 
their  own  country.  Therefore,  we  urge  Congress  to  consider  the  fol- 
lowing when  it  takes  action  on  Technical  Assistance:  Increase  the 
appropriations;  separate  Technical  Assistance  from  military  pro- 
grams; channel  through  the  UN  wherever  possible;  support  SUNFED 
(Special  UN  Fund  for  Economic  Development). 

UNICEF.  Since  the  organization  of  UNICEF  in  1946,  the  Woman’s 
Division  has  consistently  supported  it  through  (a)  local  projects  such 
as  “Trick  or  Treat”  and  Christmas  card  projects  (b)  urging  the  gov- 
ernment to  make  available  promptly  each  year  as  large  an  appro- 
priation as  is  consistent  with  the  purposes  and  needs  of  the  organi- 
zation and  its  ability  to  use  it  without  disruption  of  the  matching 
aid  formula.  We  urge  Methodist  women  to  continue  such  support. 

“ . , . broaden  the  horrizons  of  her  local  church  and  community 
through  new  experiences  of  fellowship  with  peoples  of  other  lands 
and  cultures ...” 

Immigration  and  Naturalization  Laws.  Recent  events  have  dram- 
atized the  need  for  change  in  the  basic  immigration  laws  of  this 
country.  It  is  important  that  we  not  only  respond  to  the  needs  of  the 
Hungarian  refugees,  but  that  we  realize  there  are  thousands  of  refu- 
gees in  Hong  - Kong,  in  Berlin,  in  Amsterdam,  in  Vienna  and  in  the 
Near  East  who  have  waited  hopelessly  in  camps  for  years.  We  urge 
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a thorough  revision  of  the  McCarran-Walter  Immigration  Act  (Pub- 
lic Law  414)  with  specific  attention  to:  Increasing  the  numiber  of 
people  to  be  admitted  to  a reasonable  and  realistic  total;  take  out 
policies  of  discrimination  as  to  nationality  and  race;  remove  need- 
less and  ungracious  delays  which  apply  to  visitors  and  students  from 
other  countries;  eliminate  all  that  tends  to  place  naturalized  citizens 
in  second-class  citizenship. 

Ecumenical  Church.  That  we  make  use  of  the  study  “In  Every 
Place  a Voice”  as  an  opportunity  for  an  ecumenical  experience  in 
the  local  church  across  cultural  and  racial  lines. 

“...demonstrate  the  sincerity  of  her  Christian  beliefs  of  justice 
and  opportunity  for  all...” 

Charter  of  Racial  Policies.  A continuing  emphasis  on  ratification 
and  implementation  of  the  Charter  with  particular  action  in  district 
and  local  societies  and  guilds. 

Housing.  In  view  of  our  deep  and  expressed  concern  for  the  liv- 
ing conditions  of  all  citizens  and  families,  we  urge  Methodist  women 
to  support  legislation  for  a comprehensive  housing  program,  with 
attention  to  the  following:  Low-rent  public  housing  for  low-income 
families;  Co-operative,  non-profit  rental  and  sales  housing  with  low 
interest,  long-term  loans  for  middle  income  families;  a special,  im- 
mediate program  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  elderly;  Federal,  State 
and  local  action  to  guarantee  free,  open  housing  to  all  families;  con- 
tinuation of  urban  redevelopment,  including  slum  clearance  and  city 
rehabilitation. 

Alcohol.  This  continuing  responsibility  includes  the  need  for  in- 
creasing our  knowledge  about  alcohol  as  a world  problem.  We  urge 
the  women  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  to  write  our  Senators  to 
support  the  Langer  Bill  (S-582)  which  would  prohibit  interstate  ad- 
vertising of  alcoholic  beverages.  We  would  also  urge  that  we  write 
our  Representatives  in  Congress  to  support  the  Lane  House  Bill, 
which  would  prohibit  the  sale  and  service  of  alcohol  on  Commercial 
Airlines.

Our  per  capita  giving  to  Missions  is  $7.93,  an  increase  of  13  cents 
over  last  year’s  giving,  and  our  per  capita  giving  for  Supply  Work 
is  $1.32. 

The  Approved  Studies  for  1956-57  were  ably  presented  to  approx- 
imately 100  delegates  at  the  Annual  Guild  Weekend,  by  Mrs.  F.  G. 
Phillips,  conference  chairman  Missionary  Education  and  Service, 
assisted  by  Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones,  Miss  Arline  Tyler,  and  Miss  Marilynn 
Carter.  As  a result  the  Guilds  have  had  107  Study  Courses  with  1,274 
members  participating.  At  present  it  is  not  known  how  many  were 
for  Jurisdiction  and  how  many  were  for  Efficiency,  etc. 

Miss  Helen  Adams,  Spiritual  Life  Chairman,  can  well  be  proud 
of  the  results  of  her  untiring,  consecrated,  sincere,  efficient  efforts. 
Many  of  the  Guilds  report  having  quiet  times  before  their  regular 
meetings,  and  all  report  having  worship  centers,  and  some  form  of 
meditation  during  each  meeting.  Truly  the  Louisiana  Conference 
Guilds  are  growing  spiritually. 

GUILD  TIMES  continues  to  be  our  Number  One  measure  for 
promotion.  It  is  growing  and  proving  most  beneficial  to  the  local 
units  as  well  as  to  the  district,  and  conference  officers.  We  regret  to 
lose  Miss  Lillian  Kennedy,  our  editor,  for  the  past  two  years.  She  has 
done  a marvelous  job  in  moving  GUILD  TIMES  forward,  but  we  are 
fortunate  to  have  another  lovely  and  capable  Christian  business 
woman  to  take  her  place,  in  the  person  of  Miss  Elizabeth  Langford. 
Monroe. 

Most  of  the  District  Secretaries  are  doing  magnificient  work  in 
their  districts.  They  have  had  Spiritual  Life  Retreats,  and  district 
Seminars  or  workshops  for  the  presentation  of  the  Approved  Studies. 
The  Monroe  District  made  a “Trip  with  a Mission”  to  Aldersgate  Camp 
in  October,  where  they  held  their  Missionary  Education  Workshop. 
It  is  hoped  other  districts  will  follow  this  idea. 

The  Guild  Calendar  is  filled  with  interesting  and  varying  activi- 
ties. In  compiling  this  report  I found  something  of  interest  to  report 
for  almost  even'  month  of  the  year. 

I attended  the  Jurisdiction  Guild  Weekend  at  Mt.  Seauoyah,  June 
25,  26,  27.  Other  delegates  who  stayed  for  the  School  of  Missions  were 
Mrs.  F.  G.  Phillips,  and  Miss  Marilynn  Carter,  Secretary  of  Lafayette 
District,  who  was  my  alternate. 

The  Tenth  Annual  Guild  Weekend  at  Camp  Brewer,  July  13,  14,  15, 
had  the  theme,  “Lest  We  Miss  Thy  Kingdom’s  Goal.”  and  was  attend- 
ed bv  145  delegates  and  guests.  Mr.  Mike  Willis.  Director  of  Alders- 
vgate  Camp  was  the  guest  speaker.  Mike  spoke  Saturday  evening  and 
\howed  slides  of  his  work,  and  Sunday  morning  he  delivered  the  11:00 
o'clock  address  on  the  theme  of  the  conference.  Another  guest  was 
one  of  the  state  essayists  in  the  Alcohol  Education  Contest  sponsored 
hv  the  Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic  Foundation,  Inc.  Miss  Martha  Riser, 
Monroe,  gave  her  paper,  “The  Truth  About  Beer.”  The  conference 
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gave  $14.60  to  this  worthwhile  program  to  complete  a small  deficit 
in  their  pledge.  $131.47  was  sent  through  the  Conference  Treasurer, 
Mrs.  J.  H.  McSween,  as  a Love  Offering  to  further  the  work  at 
Aldersgate  Camp. 

The  Conference  School  of  Missions  at  Centenary,  August  13-17, 
was  attended  by  some  36  Guild  women,  and  a clinic  for  them  was 
conducted  by  myself.  Each  year  they  are  becoming  more  aware  of 
the  marvelous  facilities  at  this  well  planned  school,  and  are  making 
every  effort  to  arrange  their  vacations  so  that  they  can  attend. 

On  October  8-9,  I held  a coaching  conference  for  the  purpose  of 
training  the  district  and  conference  officers  and  chairmen  of  Lines 
of  Work.  Every  district  except  one  followed  through,  conducting  the 
same  type  of  conference  on  the  district  level. 

In  October,  I met  with  the  executive  body  of  the  Woman’s  So- 
ciety for  their  Mid-Year  Board  Meeting  at  Houma. 

In  November,  the  Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  had  its 
mid-year  Standing  Committee  Meeting  at  Edmary’s  Tourist  Court 
in  Alexandria.  This  meeting  was  well  attended  by  the  officers  of  the 
Guild  and  the  Woman’s  Society.  There  has  been  such  a wonderful 
spirit  of  cooperation  between  the  two  groups. 

January  was  Guild  month  and  I had  the  good  pleasure  of  speaking 
before  several  of  the  groups  throughout  the  conference.  Many  of  the 
societies  are  working  with  the  units  in  promoting  Guild  month  in  an 
effort  to  familiarize  the  total  church  with  this  fine  organization  and 
the  work  it  is  doing  in  the  Woman’s  Society. 

I have  visited  in  five  of  the  eight  districts,  and  have  seen  the 
local  units  at  work  in  many  of  these  meetings.  It  is  always  refreshing 
to  meet  with  them,  and  to  know  that  they  are  a part  of  the  whole 
that  composes  our  great  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

The  Sixth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  was 
held  at  First  Methodist  Church,  Alexandria,  March  16-17,  following 
the  Seventeenth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman’s  Society.  Our  guest 
speakers  for  this  meeting  were  Miss  Alpharetta  Leeper,  Secretary  of 
Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service, 
and  Mrs.  H.  C.  (Alice)  Pletz,  Secretary,  South  Central  Jurisdiction 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  The  theme,  “The  Spirit  of  Christ  for  All  of 
Life,”  was  projected  throughout  the  entire  conference.  There  were 
128  delegates  registered  and  12  guests.  The  “Love  Offering”  on  Sat- 
urday evening  was  $226.06,  which  was  divided  three  ways.  One-half 
went  to  the  Guild  Pledge  to  Missions,  and  the  other  one-half  divided 
equally  between  Alpine  Community  Center  and  Madar  Sanatorium, 
Ajmer,  India — our  two  Special  Interests  for  Supply  Work.

It  is  a great  inspiration  to  know  and  work  with  students.  Our 
local  and  district  secretaries  are  aware  of  this  and  have  been  eager 
to  work  in  anyway  to  encourage  and  help  the  students  and  the  Wesley 
Foundation  program.  We  are  very  proud  of  our  Wesley  Foundations — 
the  buildings  and  the  programs. 

In  order  for  the  local  and  district  secretaries  to  know  first  hand, 
the  work  of  the  Wesley  Foundation,  many  of  them  have  visited  their 
Wesley  Foundation.  They  have  also  met  with  the  Directors  to  find 
out  how  they  might  more  adequately  help  in  the  program. 

The  “blue  cards”  have  continued  to  increase  and  have  been  sent 
in  earlier,  also. 

Many  of  the  local  secretaries  have  sponsored  some  form  of  re- 
cognition for  High  School  Seniors  and  introduced  them  to  the  Wesley 
Foundation.  Some  even  visited  a Wesley  Foundation  so  they  might 
see  and  know  what  one  is  like. 

The  young  men  in  service  have  not  been  forgotten.  Our  local 
secretaries  are  keeping  in  contact  with  many  of  them.  We  hope  that 
all  will  realize  this  need  so  that  none  of  our  young  men  will  feel  the 
church  has  neglected  them. 

The  special  recognition  days  in  December  and  June  were  widely 
observed  and  a good  offering  was  received.  The  information  about 
these  days  and  the  need  for  observing  them  is  being  stressed. 

There  was  a wonderful  response  to  work  camps,  conferences 
and  retreats  by  the  students.  It  was  the  privilege  of  many  Woman’s 
Society  groups  to  give  some  of  the  students  this  wonderful  oppor- 
tunity. These  contacts  give  the  students  a vision  of  the  work  that  is 
open  to  them  as  well  as  fellowship  that  inspires  them. 

Truly  the  opportunities  are  great  in  this  work.  May  we  as  sec- 
retaries of  Student  Work  see  these  opportunities  and  respond  to  them 
in  every  way  possible.

RECOMMENDATIONS 


WE  RECOMMEND: 

1.  That  each  local  society  elect  a secretary  of  student  work  and 
actively  support  her  in  the  work  of  the  student  department. 

2.  That  each  society  actively  support  the  local  church  in  the  ob- 
servance of  Methodist  Student  Day  and  Student  Recognition 
Day. 

3.  That  continued  interest  be  maintained  in  youth  from  other 
lands,  those  in  the  service  of  our  country,  and  those  on  the 
campus. 

4.  That  the  local  secretary  of  student  work  report  regularly  to 
the  district  secretary  of  missionary  personnel  and  the  dis- 
trict secretary  of  student  work. 

5.  That  secretaries  of  student  work  stimulate  interest  in,  and 
co-operate  in  the  organizing  of,  Committees  on  Christian  Vo- 
cations in  every  church. 

6.  That  student  information  cards  continue  to  be  sent  to  the 
campuses  before  August  first. 

7.  That  all  graduating  high  school  seniors  be  informed  about 
and  challenged  to  become  active  in  the  work  of  the  church 
on  the  campus. 

8.  That  training  opportunities  be  provided  for  secretaries  of  stu- 
dent work  at  every  level  of  the  society. 

9.  That  the  turn-over  chart  for  student  work  be  used  at  appro- 
priate times  to  provide  information  regarding  student  work. 

10.  That  secretaries  of  student  work  at  every  level  co-operate 
with  secretaries  of  youth  work  and  secretaries  of  missionary 
personnel  in  a united  program  that  will  challenge  all  youth 
to  make  decisions  for  Christian  careers  within  the  framework 
of  the  church. 


YOUTH  WORK 
Mrs.  W.  E.  Trice,  Secretary 

The  challenge  of  helping  to  make  the  youth  of  the  Methodist 
Church  aware  of  the  world  mission  of  the  church  is  one  which  the 
Secretary  of  Youth  on  the  local,  district,  and  conference  level  has 
accepted  with  enthusiasm  and  continuing  interest  during  the  past 
year. 

In  the  local  churches  where  once  there  often  was  no  Secretary  of 
Youth  Work  in  the  Woman’s  Society,  there  now  are  women  conse- 
crated to  the  task  of  working  with  young  people  and  their  leaders  in 
a program  of  missions.  These  secretaries  report  of  the  help  which 
they  have  given  with  mission  studies  (such  as  Southeast  Asia  and 
Missions,  U.S.A.  this  year);  of  working  with  World  Friendship  Group 
of  girls;  of  meeting  with  youth  councils;  acting  as  resource  persons 
in  Christian  Outreach.  Again  and  again,  because  of  their  interest, 
they  have  been  called  upon  to  lead  Bible  studies,  to  help  with  plans 
for  retreats,  and  to  help  plan  worship  centers.  The  reports  from  the 
MYF  groups  themselves  indicate  that  this  added  interest  upon  the 
part  of  the  woman  representing  the  Woman’s  Society  has  borne  fruit 
in  increased  interest  in  the  cause  of  missions,  in  overcoming  preju- 
dices, and  in  developing  a better  understanding  of  other  denomina- 
tions. 

The  District  Secretaries  and  the  Conference  Secretary  have  had 
opportunity  to  work  with  sub-district,  district,  and  Conference  Youth 
Councils  as  adviser  for  the  program  of  Christian  Outreach.  In  two 
districts  the  Secretary  has  planned  mission  tours  of  Woman’s  Bivi- 
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sion  institutions  within  the  Louisiana  Conference.  There  have  also 
been  planned  Christian  Vocation  Clinics  which  have  reached  a large 
number  of  young  people  with  the  opportunities  offered  by  the  church 
for  full-time  Christian  service. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

As  we  enter  the  fifth  quadrennium  of  the  program  of  our  Meth- 
odist Church,  the  Unified  plan  for  the  Missionary  Education  of  Youth 
is  the  method  of  procedure  for  the  years  ahead.  In  order  that  this 
cooperative  approach  may  be  more  effective  as  newly  elected  and  ex- 
perienced Secretaries  of  Youth  Work  pursue  the  responsibilities  of 
their  offices,  IT  IS  RECOMMENDED: 

1.  THAT  every  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  elect  a sec- 
retary of  Youth  Work  (When  advisable,  a woman  already 
working  in  the  Youth  Division  may  be  approved  by  Youth 
and  elected  by  the  Woman’s  Society). 

2.  THAT  every  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  working  through  the 
M Y F Council,  of  which  she  is  a member,  promote  the  use 
of  the  regular  missionary  units  of  our  Methodist  Youth  Lit- 
erature, as  well  as  the  study  courses  on  the  current  mission- 
ary themes  from  the  Joint  Commission  on  Missionary  Edu- 
cation. (For  the  coming  year,  1957  - 1958,  those  themes  are: 
“JAPAN”  and  “CHRIST,  THE  CHURCH  AND  RACE.”) 

3.  THAT  in  every  local  church  the  Secretary  of  Youth  Work 
use  her  influence  to  inspire  church  officials  to  have  an  active 
Committee  on  Christian  Vocations,  which  will  challenge  youth 
to  choose  Church  vocations  as  careers. 

4.  THAT  each  Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  District  or  Local,  use 
every  opportunity  to  interpret  the  M Y F to  the  women  of 
the  church  and  the  Woman’s  Society  to  the  youth  of  the 
church.  (She  is  the  liaison  person  between  the  two  organiza- 
tions and  can  do  much  to  foster  mutual  help  and  understand- 
ing.) 

5.  THAT  all  Secretaries  of  Youth  Work  continue  to  promote  per- 
sonal pledging  and  systematic  giving  to  the  Methodist  Youth 
Fund  by  every  Methodist  Youth.  (To  make  this  giving  a vital 
experience  the  work  of  “M  Y FUND”  must  “come  alive”  to 
young  people  as  they  use  METHODIST  YOUTH  FUND  BUL- 
LETIN and  other  available  materials  to  make  “missions”  be- 
come “people.”) 


CHILDREN'S  WORK 
Mrs.  S.  E.  Richardson.  Secretary 

A rabbi  of  old  once  said,  “The  life  of  a nation  is  to  be  found  in 
the  breath  if  its  children.”  Today  we  should  feel  that  the  future 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  lies  in  the  hands  of  our  chil- 
dren. What  a challenge! 

As  we  strive  to  reach  the  second  of  our  Quadrennial  Goals. . .To 
accept  responsibility  in  the  total  program  of  the  local  church.  . .those 
who  work  with  children  have  an  opportunity  to  foster  understanding, 
appreciation,  and  love  for  children  around  the  world.  This  was  real- 
ized as  additional  sessions,  for  the  study  of  missions  in  Southeast 
Asia  and  Migrants,  were  held  this  past  year.  They  shared,  through 
the  Children’s  Service  Fund,  so  liberally  that  Louisiana’s  children 
ranked  third  in  the  Jurisdiction. . .exceeded  only  by  Central  Kansas 
and  Kansas. .. (see  June  Methodist  Woman,  1957) 

Five  districts  had  excellent  Missionary  Education  Workshops  last 
fall,  with  Conference  and  District  Secretaries  and  Directors  of  Chil- 
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dren’s  Work  co-operating  in  the  Alexandria,  Baton  Rouge,  Lake 
Charles,  Monroe,  and  Ruston  Districts.  We’re  still  hoping  to  have 
one  in  all  eight  districts. 

Many,  many  interesting  activities  along  the  lines  of  world  friend- 
ship have  been  carried  on  in  the  Children’s  Division  which  show  the 
Spirit  of  Christ . . . even  in  His  little  ones. 

Outstanding  work  has  been  done  by  the  district  secretaries  as 
they  have  sought  to  improve  the  quality  and  quantity  of  leadership 
in  connection  with  their  labor  of  love.  Their  wonderful  attitudes 
have  been  inspiring. 

“When  children’s  friendships  are  world-wide 
New  ages  will  be  glorified; 

Let  child  love  child  and  strife  will  cease, 

Disarm  the  HEARTS.  . .for  THAT  is  PEACE.” 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  That  each  local  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  elect  a 
Secretary  of  Children’s  Work  who  is  a worker  with  children 
in  the  church  school  also. 

2.  That  secretaries  take  advantage  of  training  opportunities 
(such  as  leadership  classes,  officer’s  training,  Children’s 
Workers’  Conference  and  Missionary  Education  Institutes) 
when  available. 

3.  That  Conference  and  District  Secretaries  of  Children’s  Work 
in  co-operation  with  Conference  and  District  Directors  of 
Children’s  Work,  promote  Institutes  on  Missionary  Education 
of  Children  (as  suggested  by  the  Woman’s  Division)  in  each 
of  the  districts  in  the  fall. 

4.  That  every  Secretary  of  Children’s  Work  plan  with  the  local 
council  of  Children’s  Work  for  the  study  of  at  least  one  ap- 
proved Missionary  unit  annually  as  an  integral  part  of  the 
total  program  of  Christian  education. 

5.  That  Secretaries  of  Children’s  Work  keep  informed  about  and 
co-operate  in  plans  of  action  as  to  issues  related  to  the  wel- 
fare of  all  children. 

6.  That  Secretaries  of  Children’s  Work  continue  to  study  the  or- 
ganization and  work  of  the  United  Nations,  being  particularly 
alert  to  matters  affecting  families  or  children. 

7.  That  Secretaries  of  Children’s  Work  stress  the  necessity  for 
home  and  church  to  continue  to  work  closely  to  the  end  that 
the  growing  needs  of  children  may  be  wisely  met.

Our  work  as  Literature  and  Publications  secretaries  is  primarily 
that  of  helping  every  member  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  to  use  our  LITERATURE.  Give 
of  your  best  that  we  may  become  Methodist  Women  with  a World 
Outlook. 

Subscriptions  to  the  magazines  are  increasing,  the  total  to  THE 
METHODIST  WOMAN  being  4418,  a gain  of  694.  WORLD  OUTLOOK 
1765,  a gain  of  60.  More  societies  are  using  the  subscription  Record 
Book.  More  societies  contact  the  Guild  Units  in  their  church  for 
their  subscriptions  to  both  magazines,  so  our  Conference  will  get 
credit  for  all  subscriptions.  tv; 

April  was  the  month  for  our  drive  to  secure  new  combination 
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subscriptions  to  THE  METHODIST  WOMAN  and  WORLD  OUT- 
LOOK. Our  Conference  reported  176.  New  Orleans  District  led 
with  57. 

New  Orleans  District — 57,  Shreveport  District — 37,  Lake  Charle* 
District — 35,  Ruston  District — 20,  Baton  Rouge  District — 12.  Monroe 
District — 8,  Alexandria  District — 7,  Lafayette  District — 0. 

Every  local  Literature  and  Publications  secretary  in  the  follow- 
ing four  districts  reported  to  her  District  Officer:  Baton  Rouge  Dis- 
trict, Lake  Charles  District,  Ruston  District,  Shreveport  District. 

We  have  a small  increase  in  societies  using  the  program  material 
and  serving  on  the  program  committee.  More  societies  are  using  the 
girls’and  children’s  material.  Literature  Headquarters  provides  the 
material  for  all  our  work:  please  use  it. 

A free  packet  of  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial  materials  is 
prepared  for  each  local  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  and 
each  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  These  packets  will  be  mailed  to  the 
local  secretaries  of  Literature  and  Publications.  After  looking  over 
the  materials  she  will  immediately  give  the  packet  to  the  local  sec- 
retary of  Spiritual  Life  in  order  that  plans  may  be  made  for  the  Week 
of  Prayer  observance. 

Our  Literature  and  Publications  sample  report  in  the  June  1957 
issue  of  THE  METHODIST  WOMAN  will  help  us  to  understand  our 
reports.  More  societies  use  our  handbook.  May  we  continue  to  use 
our  LITERATURE,  and  may  God  find  us  growing  like  Him  in  the 
days  ahead. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

WE  RECOMMEND  THAT: 

1.  Every  society  consider  the  basic  importance  of  literature  to 
the  function  of  its  program,  and  elect  a secretary  of  litera- 
ture who  will  undergird  every  area  of  the  work  of  the  Wom- 
an’s Society  of  Christian  Service. 

2.  Local,  district,  and  conference  secretaries: 

a.  Be  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  HANDBOOK  on  LITERA- 
TURE AND  PUBLICATIONS,  and  the  report  blanks. 

b.  Be  alert  to  learn  of  new  materials  listed  on  the  back  of 
THE  METHODIST  WOMAN,  and  advise  each  officer  of 
those  which  will  help  her. 

c.  Work  enthusiastically  on  all  subscription  drives  for  THE 
METHODIST  WOMAN  and  WORLD  OUTLOOK. 

d.  Report  fully  on  time. 

SUPPLY  WORK 

Mrs.  Charles  B.  McGowan,  Secretary 

Cash  Supply  Work  Askings  for  the  year  were  $10,218.00.  Of  this 
amount,  $5048.00  was  for  the  Askings  on  the  Home  Field.  $5170  00 
went  to  the  three  Foreign  Fields.  All  of  the  Askings  were  overpaid. 

In  addition  to  meeting  the  Askings  of  this  Conference  “love 
gifts”  were  made  to  10  other  Institutions. 

The  total  cash  given  through  Supply  Work  for  1956-57  was 
$18,169.11  which  was  divided  as  follows:  Home  Field,  WSCS  $7684.95. 
WSG  $1529.79,  Children  $6.78.  Foreign  Field,  WSCS  $7871.94  WSG 
$1045.91,  Children  $29.74. 

While  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  overall  giving  there  haj 
been  a decrease  in  some  areas.  On  the  Home  Field  for  the  Woman’* 
Society  there  was  a decrease  of  $212.68.  On  the  Foreign  Field  for 
the  Woman’s  Society  there  was  an  increase  of  $819.14.  The  Askings 
were  greater  on  the  Foreign  Field  and  less  on  the  Home  Field  thus 
accounting  for  the  decrease  there  and  the  increase  in  the  Foreign 
giving.  In  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  there  was  an  increase  of 
$229.05  on  the  Home  Field  and  an  increase  of  $66.02  on  the  Foreign 
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Field  giving.  There  is  the  greatest  decrease  in  the  giving  of  the 
Children.  This  work  was  not  promoted  this  year  nor  were  the  Chil- 
dren assigned  projects  to  which  they  might  give.  They  sent  several 
gifts  of  clothing  and  Christmas  presents  to  our  Institutions. 

“The  Christmas  in  August”  response  was  very  good  and  the  spirit 
of  love  was  evident  in  the  amounts  given.  More  cash  was  given  than 
in  the  new  supply  packages.  Much  of  the  Christmas  giving  was  for 
the  Foreign  Field. 

There  is  much  interest  shown  in  the  projects  of  the  Woman’s 
Division  which  have  been  assigned  to  the  Louisiana  Conference.  This 
interest  is  evidenced  in  the  request  for  information  about  the  projects 
and  in  the  response  to  the  Askings  assigned  to  each  society. 

New  Orleans  was  the  only  District  with  100  per  cent  reporting. 
This  was  for  two  reporting  periods.  All  of  the  Districts  have  done 
splendid  work.  Most  of  the  Societies  did  some  Home  and  some 
Foreign  Supply  Work.  We  still  must  work  for  a Supply  Work  Secre- 
tary in  each  Society. 

There  is  still  a great  need  for  “coupons  for  St.  Mark’s  Commun- 
ity Center  Camp.”  These  coupons  are  redeemed  in  cash  which  is 
used  to  buy  equipment  for  the  camp.  We  can  have  a part  in  this  proj- 
ect by  sending  our  coupons  to  St.  Mark’s  Community  Center. 

Not  many  of  the  Institutions  need  used  clothing  but  Dulac  Indian 
Center  and  MacDonell  Methodist  Center  are  glad  to  receive  boxes  of 
good,  clean,  used  clothing. 

Ours  is  a joyous  task — that  of  making  more  of  our  Master’s  work 
possible  through  our  “gifts  of  love”  for  He  has  told  us  that  in  doing 
for  those  in  need  we  are  doing  for  Him.  Let  us  continue  to  work  and 
pray  that  we  may  help  provide  for  the  needs  of  others  with  love 
and  giving  of  our  gifts  above  our  pledge  to  missions.  We  work  hand 
in  hand. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

WE  RECOMMEND  THAT: 

1.  Each  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  elect  a Secretary 
of  Supply  Work  who  is  qualified  to  understand  the  needs  of 
the  Institutions  as  outlined  in  the  askings  sent  to  her  each 
year.  This  Secretary  should  present  to  her  Society  all  infor- 
mation sent  to  her  concerning  Supply  Work. 

2.  Each  Society  do  some  Supply  Work  for  Home  and/or  Foreign 
Institutions  each  reporting  period  and  that  the  Supply  Work 
Asking  furnished  each  Society  be  met  before  other  supply 
work  is  done. 

3.  The  local  secretary  of  Supply  Work  of  the  Woman’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service  send  a copy  of  the  list  of  Askings  to  the 
local  treasurer,  and  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Serv- 
ice Guild  furnish  the  local  treasurer  with  a list  of  Special  In- 
terests in  Supply  Work  so  that  the  local  treasurer  may  know 
how  to  correctly  designate  funds  sent  in  for  Supply  Work. 

4.  Each  local  and  district  secretary  seek  information  about  the 
Institutions  on  their  list  of  Askings  from  The  Methodist  Wom- 
an, the  World  Outlook  and  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Woman’s 
Division  of  Christian  Service. 

5.  Secretaries  of  Supply  Work  on  all  levels  continue  to  serve  on 
the  Finance  Committee. 

6.  That  all  secretaries  of  Supply  Work  secure  the  NEW  Hand- 
book for  Secretaries  of  Supply  Work  and  study  it. 

7.  District  Secretaries:  Plan  to  be  in  their  Conference  School  of 
Missions  Clinic  for  Supply  Work  Secretaries. 

Local  Secretaries:  Plan  to  attend  any  training  day  opportu- 
nities. 

8-  Each  local  Secretary  of  Supply  Work  assume  the  responsi- 
bility  of  sending  in  a report  of  her  district  secretary  each 
Reporting  Period.

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SPIRITUAL  LIFE  CULTIVATION

Since  progress  in  spiritual  life  cultivation  is  a matter  of  persona] 
growth,  it  is  difficult  to  measure.  However,  there  are  certain  events 
and  trends  which  should  be  noted. 

More  and  more  women  are  aware  of  the  need  for  spiritual 
strength,  and  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  prayer 
groups  formed,  and  in  the  number  of  Quiet  Days  and  Retreats  that 
were  held. 

I had  the  privilege  of  attending  our  Jurisdiction  School  of  Mis- 
sions again  and  there  prepared  myself  to  teach  “Paul’s  Letters  to 
the  Local  Churches.”  This  study  I had  the  privilege  of  teaching  in 
two  conference  schools  and  in  numerous  societies.  The  secretaries 
all  reported  great  interest  and  enlarged  classes  in  this  study  through- 
out our  confernce. 

Am  glad  to  report  that  most  of  our  societies  reported  excellent 
attendance  and  a generous  offering  both  at  the  World  Day  of  Prayer 
Program  and  The  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial. 

Most  of  the  secretaries  report  that  they  are  making  more  personal 
contacts  in  their  districts.  Nothing  can  take  the  place  of  the  personal 
touch,  and  the  all-round  results  are  immeasurable. 

The  use  of  the  PRAYER  CALENDAR  is  steadily  increasing  as 
women  learn  to  personalize  the  workers  and  projects  by  using  (with 
the  calendar)  “The  Methodist  Woman,”  “The  World  Outlook,”  the 
“Annual  Report”  of  the  Woman’s  Division,  the  “Do  You  Know” 
booklets  and  the  various  pamphlets. 

The  number  enrolled  in  the  Fellowship  of  Intercession  shows  a 
slow  but  steady  increase,  as  women  pray  for  the  special  projects 
listed  on  the  Card  of  Intercession. 

All  secretaries  report  that  they  have  cooperated  with  their  pastors 
and  all  groups  in  the  church  in  every  way  possible,  for  the  enrichment 
of  the  spiritual  life  of  their  church. 

Again,  all  secretaries  report  that  they  have  had  reported  from 
the  local  societies,  many  and  varied  ministries  of  spiritual  significance. 

While  we  are  greatly  encouraged  we  must  not,  for  a second, 
become  complacent.  Let  us,  working  with  each  other  and  God,  do 
bigger  and  better  things  in  the  year  ahead. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

As  a real  aid  to  obtaining  “The  Spirit  of  Christ  for  All  of  Life,” 
WE  RECOMMEND: 

1.  EVERY  WOMAN’S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 
AND  WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD  elect  the  best  qualified 
person  as  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  and  as  Chairman  of 
Spiritual  Life,  respectively. 

2.  Immediately  on  election  said  person  obtain  and  study  care- 
fully: The  HANDBOOK  for  Secretaries  and  Standing  Com- 
mittees on  Spiritual  Life  (1956-1960)  and  the  report  blank; 
The  Spiritual  Life  Packet  (1957-1958)  and  the  Prayer  Calen- 
dar for  1957. 

3.  Endeavor  to  deepen  the  spiritual  life  of  the  entire  church, 
accepting  as  her  first  responsibility  the  cultivation  of  the 
Spiritual  Life  of  the  Woman’s  Society  and  Guild  as  a part  of 
the  church. 

4.  Promote  the  use  of  the  Prayer  Calendar. 
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5.  That  the  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  FORM  and  USE  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life  as  described  in  the 
Handbook. 

6.  The  Secretary  and  her  Committee  set  up  a Calendar  of  Ac- 
tivities to  meet  needs  of  their  particular  society,  but  guided 
in  general  by  suggestions  on  the  Spiritual  Life  page  in  THE 
METHODIST  WOMAN. 

7.  Promote  at  least  one  prayer  group  in  every  society. 

8.  Instead  of  reporting  “The  Usual  Summer  Slump”  plan  now 
to  encourage  our  women  to  be  able  to  report  “Summer  was 
a time  of  real  cultivation  of  the  life  of  the  spirit.” 

9.  Prayerfully  and  sincerely  endeavor  to  make  our  Spiritual 
Life  Studies  a real  experience  of  personal  spiritual  growth. 

10.  That  EACH  SECRETARY  of  Spiritual  Life  report  on  time 
each  period  to  her  District  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life. 


STATUS  OF  WOMEN 
Mrs.  A.  F.  Hanson,  Secretary 

Our  work  presents  a great  challenge  to  those  of  us  who  are  dedi- 
cated to  the  task  of  helping  women  discover  their  capabilities  and 
use  their  talents  in  the  service  of  the  Master.  Progress  has  been  made, 
but  Status  of  Women  still  needs  a great  deal  of  promotion. 

According  to  our  third  period  reports,  we  have  grown  to  242 
secretaries  of  Status  of  Women  in  our  Conference.  There  are  79  Com- 
mittees on  Status  of  Women,  32  of  which  include  a member  of  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  on  them.  134  secretaries  are  members  of  the 
Committee  on  Program  in  local  societies.  Files  of  news  items  about 
women  are  kept  by  64  societies. 

Service  Activity  Cards  are  being  used  in  88  societies.  We  feel 
that  these  cards  could  be  more  effective  if  they  were  a little  more 
comprehensive  and  if  our  local  secretaries  were  better  trained  in  the 
use  of  them.  However,  the  cards  have  been  useful  in  many  local 
churches  and  societies,  which  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  388  women 
who  were  previously  inactive  have  now  become  active  mainly 
through  use  of  the  Service  Activity  Card  file. 

There  are  791  women  serving  on  official  boards  in  their  churches, 
and  39  were  delegates  to  Annual  Conference,  with  41  being  alternates. 

Some  work  has  been  done  toward  establishing  Juvenile  Detention 
Homes  in  our  larger  cities;  and  secretaries  report  support  of  legisla- 
tion to:  Increase  teachers’  salaries;  amend  or  repeal  law  which  states 
that  a woman  may  not  serve  on  a jury  unless  she  makes  a special 
request  to  do  so;  prohibit  advertisement  of  alcoholic  beverages  on 
Television. 

Most  of  our  secretaries  feel  that  we  could,  do  a better  job  if  we 
were  given  a new  handbook  and  more  materials  in  our  line  of  wTork 
by  the  Woman’s  Division.  In  spite  of  our  handicaps,  however,  our 
secretaries  are  doing  a fine  piece  of  work,  and  we  are  endeavoring  to 
the  best  of  our  ability  to  prove  that  the  office  of  Status  of  Women 
is  important  and  necessary  to  the  total  program  of  the  Womans 
Society  of  Christian  Service. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

As  secretaries  of  Status  of  Women,  wide  doors  have  been  opened 
for  us.  As  we  listen  to  our  radios  and  television,  read  our  newspa- 
pers and  magazines,  we  are  daily  reminded  that  not  only  m lands 
far  away  but  in  our  own  nation,  our  own  communities  we  are  find- 
ing many  doors  opened  to  us.  To  prepare  us  for  more  effective  serv- 
ice as  we  pass  through  these  doors,  it  is  recommended  that: 
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1.  We  keep  before  us  the  needs  of  the  women  all  over  the  world 
by  continuing  to: 

Read  THE  METHODIST  WOMAN  and  THE  WORLD 
OUTLOOK  as  well  as  other  periodicals. 

2.  We  keep  the  women  informed  as  to  these  needs  by: 

Actively  serving  on  the  Program  Committee,  having  an 
active  Status  of  Women  Committee,  displaying  scrap- 
books and  clip  sheets  of  outstanding  women  and  their 
accomplishments ; 

3.  We  keep  the  women  advised  as  to  where  they  may  serve  by: 

Keeping  Service  Activity  Cards  current,  knowing  the  Dis- 
cipline as  it  relates  to  places  where  women  may  serve 
on  church  boards  and  committees,  cooperating  with  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  to  help  employed  women  find  a 
place  to  work  in  the  church  and  community; 

4.  We  give  recognition  to  women  who  are  doing,  or  have  done, 
outstanding  work  in  the  church  and  the  community; 

5.  We  know  the  dates  on  which  reports  are  due  and  BE  AC- 
CURATE and  PROMPT  in  sending  them  in. 

One  of  our  modern  writers  has  written,  “Many  a big  talent  has 
been  lost  or  squandered  because  its  owner  had  been  either  unable 
or  unwilling  to  dedicate  himself  to  his  talent.  Or  because  he  has 
permitted  himself  to  become  frivolously  concerned  with  less  impor- 
tant matters.”  As  secretaries  of  Status  of  Women,  let  us  not  forget 
to  use  the  talents  that  have  been  given  to  each  of  us  and  to  keep 
first  things  first.  In  so  doing,  we  may  be  able  to  help  others  develop 
and  use  their  talents  and  put  first  things  first.  Wide  doors  of  oppor- 
tunity have  indeed  been  opened  to  us.  Let  us  not  fail  in  our  service 
to  our  Master. 


MISSIONARY  PERSONNEL

We  do  feel  that  a great  interest  has  been  aroused  this  year  in 
the  program  of  Missionary  Personnel.  We  are  most  fortunate  in 
having  District  Secretaries  of  Personnel,  who  are  willing  to  give  so 
generously  of  their  time,  efforts  and  prayers,  in  the  ongoing  of  this 
very  important  endeavor. 

This  pait  year,  there  has  been  a co-ordinating  of  work  through 
the  different  agencies  of  the  church  in  the  field  of  recruitment, 
which  tends  to  strengthen  all  of  our  work. 

Secretaries,  in  the  districts,  continue  to  afford  information  con- 
cerning opportunities  in  the  many  fields  of  service,  open  to  our 
young  people.  This  information  is  given  through  Career  Clinics, 
Mission  Tours,  films  and  very  fine  literature,  included  in  this,  the 
“Methodist  Service  Projects”  booklet. 

Many  letters  have  been  written  to  individuals,  and  personal 
contacts  are  constantly  being  made.  We  have  written  the  directors 
of  all  our  Wesley  Foundations,  asking,  not  only  for  their  support 
and  cooperation,  but  for  the  names  of  all  students  who  have  ex- 
pressed a desire  for,  or  shown  an  interest  in  Church  Vocations. 

Receiving  reports  from  Youth  and  Student  secretaries  on  the 
local  level,  has  been  of  great  value,  and  we  are  seeing  results  from 
this  new  emphasis. 

We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  Bishop  Martin  for  his  keen 
interest  in,  and  support  of  our  recruitment  program. 

We  feel  that  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  year,  was  the  opportun- 
ity of  having  Miss  Alpharetta  Leeper  with  us  at  the  Woman’s  Con- 
ference in  Alexandria. 

May  each  of  us  pray  daily,  that  through  our  efforts,  the  King- 
dom of  God  may  more  nearly  come  upon  the  earth  in  the  coming 
year. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


How  then  shall  they  call  on  him  in  whom  they  have  not  be- 
lieved? And  how  shall  they  believe  in  him  of  whom  they  have  not 
heard?  And  how  shall  they  hear  without  a preacher? 

And  how  shall  they  preach,  except  they  be  sent?  Romans  10:14-15. 

With  these  words  in  our  hearts,  we  recommend: 

1.  That  the  Secretaries  of  Youth  and  Student  Work  be  mem- 
bers of  the  “Committee  on  Christian  Vocations”  in  the  local 
church. 

2.  That  this  Committee  be  concerned  with,  and  actively  en- 
gaged in,  interesting  the  youth  of  our  churches  in  full-time 
Christian  Service,  furnishing  them  with  all  the  necessary  in- 
formation concerning  Christian  Vocations. 

3.  That  more  training  be  given  to  the  adults  who  have  the  re- 
sponsibility of  guiding  our  youth. 

4.  That  the  adult  advisor  of  the  “Outreach  Program  Area”  in 
the  M.  Y.  F.  be  the  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  in  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service.  This  should  be  a “must,”  since 
in  both  instances,  she  is  concerned  with  the  missionary  inter- 
est and  education  of  the  youth. 

5.  That  every  woman  in  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Serv- 
ice pray  daily  for  the  recruitment  program  of  our  church 
that  the  Kingdom  of  God  may  come  upon  the  earth  through 
our  efforts,  guided  by  His  Wisdom  and  Love.

This  year  has  been  filled  with  blessings  that  have  filled  our 
hearts  to  overflowing  with  thanksgiving — with  visions  of  old  bar- 
riers that  are  crumbling  and  new  opportunities  to  challenge  us — 
with  growing  pains  that  have  made  us  wiser  and  deepened  our  faith. 
God  has  made  the  Methodist  Student  Movement  an  established  fact 
on  the  Northwestern  campus  and  among  the  other  Christian  groups 
that  are  laboring  with  us  to  make  Christ  real  to  college  students. 

The  Wesley  Foundation  has  found  its  work  among  the  follow- 
ing: 451  registered  Methodist  students,  25  of  these  are  commuters, 
65  are  town  students,  57  are  married,  35  are  nursing  students  in  the 
Clinical  Area,  29  are  off  campus,  but  registered  in  extension  grad- 
uate classes. 

We  have  been  busy  “setting  our  house  in  order”  (literally),  and 
continuing  to  develop  the  finest  program  of  Christian  education 
and  Christian  living,  within  our  power  to  do.  We  welcomed  the 
new  Methodist  students  in  the  Fall,  and  immediately  spent  two 
weeks  studying  our  Methodist  heritage. 

Our  program  has  also  included: 

1.  A special  study  of  the  United  Nations,  and  we  played  “Trick 
or  Treats  for  UNICEF”  in  the  dormitories,  realizing  $16.37  for  that 
fund. 

2.  An  early  morning  Thanksgiving  service  sponsored  jointly  by 
the  Protestant  groups  on  the  campus,  and  held  in  the  Wesley  Foun- 
dation. 

3.  A special  Christmas  party  with  gifts  brought  for  a Negro 
family  whose  home  burned. 

4.  An  interdenominational  and  inter-departmental  faculty  group 
which  met  weekly  for  lunch  and  discussion  of  their  jobs  as  profes- 
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sors,  in  the  light  of  Christian  teachings.  This  promises  to  be  a new 
opening  wedge  into  religion  in  higher  education  on  this  campus. 

5.  Strong  emphasis  on  Christian  vocations  and  World  Christian 
Community,  with  Miss  Elizabeth  Titsworth  from  Nashville  as  speak- 
er, and  counselor.  Five  young  women  who  are  seriously  consider- 
ing church  related  vocations  were  guests  of  the  District  WSCS  at 
a dinner  during  the  Louisiana  WSCS  Conference  in  Alexandria. 

6.  With  the  help  of  First  Methodist  Church  in  Alexandria, 
and  the  Wesley  Foundation,  one  of  our  young  men  attended  the 
Christian  Citizenship  Seminar  in  New  York  and  Washington. 

7.  Students  served  the  Methodist  Men  of  First  Church  one 
month,  in  order  to  help  meet  their  $200.00  pledge  to  the  Methodist 
Student  Fellowship  Fund. 

3.  Three  deputation  programs  were  sponsored  in  Montgomery, 
Faith  Church,  Natchitoches,  and  First  Methodist.  During  the  latter, 
students  presented  “The  Dark  Wall,”  a dramatic  worship  service 
written  by  Rev.  Robert  Parrott.  The  new  Council  for  1957-58  was 
also  installed  in  a candle  light  ceremony  conducted  by  Rev.  Pearce. 

9.  In  cooperation  with  the  NSC  Family  Life  Institute,  Wesley 
Foundation  sponsored  a three  week  emphasis  on  “Building  the 
Christian  Home.”  Judge  Chris  Barnett  of  Shreveport  was  one  of  the 
speakers,  and  a panel  composed  of  an  educator,  a minister  and  a 
homemaker  presented  the  problem  from  their  own  points  of  view. 

10.  A series  of  meetings  was  planned  by  and  for  Methodist 
nurses,  which  proved  both  interesting  and  helpful.  Discussions  dealt 
with  the  general  topic,  “The  Nurse  Takes  Her  Faith  Into  Her  Job.” 

11.  An  attempt  to  institute  an  afternoon  study  course  failed,  but 
the  keen  interest  in  such  a plan  justifies  more  thorough  study  of  the 
possibilities  and  a new  attempt  made  in  the  Fall.  There  is  the  real 
possibility  of  non -credit  courses  being  offered  in  Bible  and  religion. 

12.  Fifteen  students  and  the  director  attended  the  Louisiana 
Methodist  Student  Movement  Conference  in  Lafayette,  and  were 
responsible  for  presenting  “The  Dark  Wall”  to  promote  concern  for 
the  Methodist  Student  Fellowship  Fund. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  helped  us  so  faithfully  in 
establishing  our  new  Wesley  Foundation  Center  and  in  furnishing  it. 
We  pray  God’s  richest  blessings  on  all,  and  on  our  serving  Him  in 
the  future. 


LOUISIANA  TECH  WESLEY  FOUNDATION

Greetings  and  thanks  to  you  from  a bustling  Louisiana  Tech! 

Enlarged  facilities  mean  more  activities.  More  activities  entail  ad- 
ditional responsibilities.  This  has  certainly  been  true  at  Tech!  Beauty, 
availability,  and  adequacy  have  attracted  many  campus  meetings  to 
our*  Center.  Our  new  building  has  become  known,  and  has  attracted 
architects  and  building  committees  from  within  and  outside  the  state 
and  this  has  been  good  for  us.  Apparent  appreciation  hasj  blossomed, 
along  with  graciousness,  within  our  students. 

For  the  past  year  program  areas  were  added  as  requested  by 
students,  and  not  a single  one  from  the  previous  year  was  dropped. 
Several  new  ventures  were  tried.  The  supper  club  idea  has  been  an 
interesting  experiment.  There  have  been  three  clubs,  composed  of 
groups  within  our  function  primarily,  which  range  in  number  from 
three  to  fifteen,  and  they  meet  as  often  as  the  participants  desire.  The 
students  buy  their  food,  invite  their  members  and  come  to  the  cen- 
ter to  prepare  and  consume  their  hunger  quenches.  The  only  require- 
ment: clear  the  date  and  clean  up  the  mess.  This  has  gone  well!  So 
has  the  quiz  hour,  a delightful  but  painful  experience.  From  five  to 
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seven  students  have  tested  themselves  on  areas  ranging  from  geog- 
raphy to  music  to  philosophy.  Always  this  hour  ends  with  discussion. 
The  sharing  has  revealed  depth  and  shallowness  of  thought,  assurance 
and  doubt  in  faith — intimacy  and  reserve  of  individuals  participating. 

Tech  has  seriously  studied  study  books  this  year  and  sent  repre- 
sentatives to  conferences  on  state,  regional,  and  ecumenical  levels. 
Missions  emphasis  was  increased,  both  in  study  and  pledge. 

Interdenominational  bonds  were  strengthened  by  three  “together’' 
projects — the  Christmas  caroling,  Religious  Emphasis  Week,  and 
Family  Life  Week. 

Faculty  center  ties  were  strengthened  and  greater  ties  are  in  the 
making.  Perhaps  the  “I  Love  You”  Valentine  tea  for  Methodists  and 
interested  non-Methodist  faculty  members  was  our  most  outstanding 
event. 

Relationships  with  students  of  other  faiths  have  entailed  three 
creeds  and  some  seven  or  eight  different  persons.  They  have  made 
helpful  contributions  to  us,  and  we  have  tried  to  reveal  our  Christ  to 
them. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-four  of  our  six  hundred  fifty-six  students 
are  married.  One  planned  event  a month  is  scheduled  for  them,  and 
the  center  is  at  their  disposal  every  Saturday  night. 

Our  drive-in  group  is  functioning  weekly  with  an  added  “Bible 
Review”  each  week.  They  have  led  us  in  one  scheduled  Sunday  even- 
ing hour  of  worship.  Their  caliber  and  interest  delight  us. 

As  we  work  we  pray,  “Thy  Will  be  done.” 


BUSINESS  GIRLS'  INN 
Hazel  F.  Cooper.  Director 

“We  wish  there  were  another  residence  like  it.”  We  hear  this 
comment  so  often  from  parents,  friends  and  the  girls  who  would 
like  to  make  Business  Girls’  Inn  their  home  in  Shreveport. 

The  opinion  of  the  girls  themselves  makes  us  happiest.  For  the 
girls  are  Business  Giris’  Inn.  The  problems  which  are  part  of  be- 
coming adult,  learning  to  live  with  others  outside  the  home,  to  live 
on  earned  income,  dating  and  the  standards  of  socially  acceptable 
behavior,  these  are  the  business  of  Business  Girls’  Inn. 

It  is  our  aim  to  practice  our  Christianity  in  our  daily  living  with 
each  other.  We  feel  that  religion  has  reality  only  as  we  live  it  daily  in 
our  relations  with  those  about  us. 

During  the  Conference  year  eighty-one  girls  resided  at  the  Inn. 
Thirty-one  of  them  were  students  at  local  business  colleges  sometime 
during  those  months.  Usually  about  sixteen  of  the  fifty  residents  are 
students,  the  number  not  exceeding  sixteen  at  any  given  time.  All 
of  these  are  now  holding  positions  or  are  seeking  them. 

Fifteen  of  the  group  left  to  marry  and  establish  homes  of  their 
own;  five  had  lived  the  allowed  three  years. 

During  the  year  a complete  evaluation  of  the  work,  organiza- 
tional set-up,  and  the  facilities  of  the  Inn  were  completed.  With  this 
evaluation  as  a basis,  plans  are  being  made  for  what  we  feel  will  be 
a more  effectual  piece  of  work. 

News  in  the  material  realm  is  the  purchase  of  a car  for  the 
Inn.  This  will  indeed  be  a help  in  conserving  staff  time  and  energy 
and  in  providing  emergency  transportation  which  is  often  needed. 
We  hope  to  have  some  camping  week-ends  this  summer  also  with 
the  added  transportation. 
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ST.  MARK'S  COMMUNITY  CENTER

Recently  we  have  had  several  youth  groups  visit  St.  Mark’s.  In 
each  instance  a bus  load  of  young  people  were  brought  by  their 
leaders  to  go  through  our  building  and  learn  about  the  work  so  they 
might  see  some  of  the  different  ways  in  which  the  church  serves.  We 
have  had  some  very  happy  experiences  with  some  of  these  young 
people  and  their  leaders.  After  one  wonderful  group  of  MYFers  had 
returned  home  we  had  a letter  from  the  leader,  part  of  which  is 
quoted  below: 

First  let  me  say  how  very  much  we  appreciated  the 
wonderful  acceptance  of  your  staff  to  our  MYF  group 
on  tour  of  your  Center  last  week.  We  were  all  very 
much  impressed  with  its  attractiveness  and  the  serv- 
ice it  renders  to  that  section  of  the  city.  We  felt  after 
visiting  with  you  that  Methodists  share  friendship 
and  love  one  with  another  regardless  of  where  they 
are.  We  felt  that  spirit  with  you. 

I think  it  is  this  spirit  of  Christian  love  that  Methodist  women 
know  that  impels  them  to  reach  out  that  second  mile  to  serve  in  a 
crowded  city  area  such  as  this  in  New  Orleans  on  a non -sectarian 
basis,  offering  day  care  for  little  children  whose  mothers  must  work, 
and  a variety  of  activities  for  boys  and  girls  and  teenagers  to  help 
them  find  a fuller  life  and  grow  in  the  right  way.  We  also  have  some 
work  with  adults.  Because  Methodist  women  do  care  and  share  the 
doors  of  St.  Mark’s  have  been  open  now  for  almost  50  years.  And  since 
the  value  of  the  program  to  the  community  is  recognized  we  also 
receive  part  of  our  budget  from  the  Community  Chest  of  New  Orleans. 
Below  are  some  brief  statistics  of  our  work  for  the  calendar  year  of 
1956:

Swimming— 10  weeks,  including  classes  for  beginners, 

Life  Saving,  15  open  periods  a week  for  different  age 
groups;  Play  Camp,  3 week  session  for  94  boys  and 
girls  6-14,  Theme,  “Discovering  our  Indian-American 
Neighbors”;  Vacation  Bible  School  2 weeks  for  28 
children;  Camp  St.  Mark's,  6 groups,  73  campers  plus 
leaders,  6 day  periods.  (Camp  St.  Mark’s  is  used  all 
year  round  for  weekend  camping). 

It  is,  however,  the  stories  back  of  the  statistics  that  really  make 
the  work  challenging.  For  example  there  is  Lois,  a frightened  little 
girl  of  9,  who  has  had  a lot  of  hard  experiences  for  a little  girl,  who 
was  brought  in  by  her  mother  one  day.  After  that  she  came  every 
day  and  joined  the  groups  open  to  her.  At  first  she  needed  some 
assurance  every  day  that  she  was  welcome  but  gradually  she  lost 
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some  of  her  fear.  One  day  several  weeks  later  Lois  ran  in  tightly 
grasping  the  hand  of  a smaller  girl  and  announced  with  some  feeling, 
“This  is  Jim,  she’s  Chinese,  and  she’s  just  as  scared  as  I was.” 

And  so  there  is  this  wonderful  chain  of  helpfulness  that  goes  on 
and  on, — this  glow  of  Christian  love  from  the  sponsoring  group  to 
the  staff,  to  the  members  and  from  the  member  to  the  one  she  reaches 
out  to  bring  into  the  fellowship.  God  grant  that  our  love  may  con- 
tinue to  grow  and  glow  until  we  include  all  who  need  us  in  this 
circle  of  love  that  goes  round  the  world.

In  The  Fall  of  1947  I began  my  tour  of  duty  in  the  Home  Mission 
Field.  Prior  to  that  time  I had  become  acquainted  with  the  work  and 
purposes  of  People’s  Methodist  Community  Center  and  had  asked  to 
be  given  an  opportunity  to  serve  there.  It  was  not  long  before  my 
request  was  granted.  A Kindergarten  teacher  was  needed  at  that  time 
and  I was  called  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

I had  been  at  People’s  only  a short  while,  when  I became  keenly 
aware  of  the  very  vital  role  which  this  Institution  plays  in  the  life  of 
the  Community.  We,  the  staff  members  were  frequently  reminded 
that  this  was  a Home  Mission  Project  of  the  Church,  and  only  those 
willing  to  serve  in  the  unselfish  spirit  of  missionaires  could  render 
effectively  the  type  of  service  which  the  Center  was  trying  to  offer 
the  community. 

When  this  current  year  ends,  I will  have  completed  ten  years  of 
service  in  this  Institution — ten  years  of  the  most  rewarding  work  and 
interesting  experiences  of  my  career. 

During  these  years  I have  witnessed  the  church  at  work,  in  the 
daily  life  of  the  people  of  this  community.  I have  seen  hundreds  of 
children  come  for  day  by  day  care  while  their  mothers  worked  out- 
side the  home.  These  children  have  been  provided  with  adequate 
attention  and  supervision,  nourishing  meals  and  religious  and  educa- 
tional training,  all  for  a very  paltry  sum  in  keeping  with  their  parents’ 
income.  Most  of  these  children  very  probably  would  have  had  to 
spend  their  days  in  undesirable  environments  with  very  little  or  no 
supervision  had  not  the  church  and  The  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  with  the  aid  of  The  Community  Chest  made  possible  this 
Institution  for  them. 

I have  seen  these  children  outgrow  the  facilities  provided  for 
them  at  the  Center  and  enter  other  schools.  But  many  of  them  have 
kept  in  touch  with  the  Center  year  after  year  through  the  afternoon 
and  evening  activities  for  Junior  and  teen-age  boys  and  girls.  These 
include  supervised  games,  basket  ball  and  soft  ball  teams,  literature 
and  drama  clubs,  music  and  dancing.  Many  of  them  also  come  back 
year  after  year  for  the  summer  program,  which  provides  for  Bible 
Classes  and  Day  Camp  Activities,  June  through  August. 

I have  seen  scores  of  mothers  bring  their  babies  to  the  Health 
Clinic,  where  they  are  given  medical  attention  and  advice  designed 
to  help  them  give  their  children  the  right  start  in  life  with  a physi- 
cally sound  and  healthy  body. 

I have  seen  mothers  and  fathers  in  distress  come  for  advice  and 
counseling  to  help  them  straighten  out  tangled  domestic  or  financial 
situations. 

Still  others  have  been  helped  to  find  employment  through  the 
facilities  of  the  employment  service  conducted  through  the  Center’s 
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office.  All  have  gone  their  way  grateful  for  the  benefits  and  oppor- 
tunities which  they  have  been  privileged  to  receive  through  The 
People’s  Methodist  Community  Center. 

We,  the  Superintendent  and  Staff  of  People’s  Methodist  Com- 
munity Center  are  truly  grateful  to  The  Woman’s  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service  for  the  very  tangible  way  in  which  they  are  helping  us  to 
answer  the  age-oid  query,  Am  I my  brother’s  keeper? 

ST.  TAMMANY  PARISH  RURAL  WORK 
LaCombe,  Louisiana 
Shiela  Nutiall 

The  activities  of  the  rural  worker  during  the  last  year  fall  into 
four  categories:  Christian  Education,  Missions,  Church- wide  program, 
and  community.  In  any  area  an  activity  is  of  value  only  as  it  is  a 
means  of  accomplishing  its  purpose.  In  this  work  that  purpose  has 
been  to  help  in  developing  an  interested,  consecrated,  trained  leader- 
ship with  a vision  of  an  enlarged  and  enriched  church  program  which 
will  reach  all  age  groups  within  the  church  and  spread  its  influence 
into  all  the  community  with  the  power  and  the  love  of  Christ  at  its 
heart. 

In  Christian  Education  there  have  been  the  helping  with  a newly 
organized  Church  School;  helping  with  the  parish-wide  leadership 
training  school;  working  with  the  parish-wide  Christian  Witness 
Mission;  helping  to  promote  and  organize  a sub-district  Methodist 
Youth  Fellowship;  helping  with  the  reorganization  of  a local  MYF 
and  the  training  of  its  officers;  and  meeting  with  local  groups  to  lend 
encouragement,  to  give  guidance  or  information  as  needed  or  re- 
quested. 

In  missions,  there  has  been  the  work  with  the  Woman’s  Societies. 
This  has  taken  many  forms,  but  I shall  mention  only  a few.  There 
were:  the  teaching  of  one  of  the  study  classes  in  the  society,  helping 
with  their  regular  programs  in  several  of  the  societies,  giving  guid- 
ance to  various  officers.  In  addition,  working  with  the  Church  School 
officers  of  some  church  schools,  there  was  special  emphasis  given  to 
World  Service  Sunday  observance  in  the  local  church. 

In  church-wide  activities,  besides  the  regular  program  activities 
of  the  Group  Ministry  Council,  there  were:  assisting  one  local  church 
with  the  Every  Member  Canvass;  meeting  with  Official  Boards  and 
commissions;  getting  members  to  district  and  sub-district  meetings 
for  training  and  inspiration;  and  helping  with  special  services. 

In  the  community  there  were:  contacts  with  PTA  groups,  Civic 
League,  Youth  Center,  Brownie  Advisory  groups,  and  serving  on  the 
program  committee  for  Rural  Life  Sunday — at  which  time  special 
recognition  was  given  to  FFA  and  FHA  groups.  Their  advisers  gave 
contacts  with  those  school  groups. 

In  many  areas  real  progress  has  been  made.  We  ask  your 
prayers  that  the  work  may  grow  and  develop  in  accordance  with 
God’s  plan  for  it. 

MACDONELL  METHODIST  CENTER 

Houma,  Louisiana

MacDonell  Methodist  Center  offers  institutional  care  for  eight 
girls,  ages  six  to  seventeen  years,  and  fourteen  boys,  from  six  to 
fifteen  years. 

All  of  our  children  have  suffered  from  family  hostility  and  often 
many  move  from  one  place  to  another. 

The  children  are  placed  at  the  Center  by  parents  and  the  State 
Welfare  Department. 
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Recently  a few  of  the  children  have  been  transfered  because  of 
special  needs  to  adoptive  and  foster  homes  and  to  a private  school 
for  retarded  children. 

All  of  the  children  are  receiving  more  and  more  individual  and 
specialized  services  as  indicated  through  the  many  professional  ser- 
vices provided  through  the  Mental  Hygiene,  Psychiatric,  Child  Guid- 
ance, Evaluation,  and  Vocational  Centers  and  Clinics. 

The  health  of  the  children  has  been  unusually  good  this  year 
and  they  all  seem  to  be  happy  and  show  in  many  ways  a keen  sense 
of  security. 

The  children  attend  the  public  schools  and  participate  in  the 
various  school  activities  such  as  plays,  chorus  and  4-H  clubs. 

They  enjoy  on  and  off  campus  activities  in  the  community  and 
participate  in  the  community  recreation  such  as  Red  Cross  swimming 
classes,  picnics,  educational  tours,  fishing,  etc. 

Both  parents  and  children  have  visiting  privileges  twice  a month 
and  on  special  occasions. 

Each  child’s  birthday  is  honored  with  a birthday  cake. 

All  of  the  children  participate  in  the  Church  School  and  Church 
activities  and  services.

SAGER  BROWN  HOME  AND  GODMAN  SCHOOL 
Baldwin,  Louisiana 
Rosie  Ann  Cobb,  Superintendent 

The  program  of  Sager  Brown  Home  and  Godman  School  has 
been  a major  success  for  the  year.  One  hundred  eighty-four  children 
enrolled  during  the  period.  The  dormitories  accommodated  between 
fifty  and  fifty-five  children,  and  the  remaining  number  of  one  hun- 
dred twenty-nine  came  from  the  surrounding  communities.  Taking 
care  of  this  number  created  a crowded  situation  in  the  class  rooms 
and  the  dormitories.  We  had  to  turn  away  children  because  of  not 
enough  space.  Those  who  lived  in  the  dormitories  came  from  broken 
homes.  Some  were  placed  through  Child  Welfare  Departments.  Oth- 
ers lived  in  the  dormitories  because  their  parents  worked,  and  had 
no  one  to  care  for  them  during  working  hours. 

Under  the  supervision  of  a staff  numbering  thirteen  the  work 
in  the  school  and  dormitories  has  been  carried  on.  Our  school  is 
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carried  on  from  Kindergarten  through  the  eighth  grade.  Teachers 
are  striving  daily  to  center  the  classroom  activities  around  the 
Child’s  needs:  mentally,  physically,  and  socially.  We  have  also 
touched  the  children  in  the  community  through  the  church  and 
church  school.  The  community  church  has  given  opportunity  for  the 
children  in  Sager  Brown  Home  to  participate  in  all  its  activities, 
with  special  emphasis  on  the  prayer  services,  choir  and  the  MYF. 
The  annual  Vacation  Bible  School,  Boy  Scouts,  participation  in  St. 
Mary  Parish  Achievement  Day,  singing  tours,  and  dramatics  have 
been  a part  of  the  years’  program.  Conference  groups  have  visited 
the  home  and  school  almost  monthly  to  see  the  work  in  action. 

Thanks  to  all  the  Woman’s  Society  of  the  Louisiana  Conference 
for  your  liberal  support  through  supplies,  prayer,  and  your  presence. 

DULAC  INDIAN  CENTER 
Dulac,  Louisiana

We  are  very  happy  to  bring  you  greetings  from  Dulac  Indian 
Center  and  from  those  who  enjoy  its  services. 

We  have  been  greatly  encouraged  by  the  growth  that  can  be 
seen  this  year.  We  realize  that  much  of  the  progress  we  see  this 
year  is  really  the  harvest  of  many  past  years’  labor. 

One  of  the  visible  improvements  that  has  given  encouragement 
not  only  to  the  staff  but  also  to  the  entire  community  has  been  the 
improvement  on  the  building.  The  entire  buliding  has  been  repaired 
and  painted.  A large  workshop  was  constructed  under  the  north  wing 
of  the  building.  Ladies  from  Houma  helped  make  draperies  for 
both  apartments.  Our  carryall  has  been  replaced  by  a 1956  9-passenger 
Chevrolet  station  wagon.  We  have  begun  some  improvements  on  the 
grounds. 

There  are  other  signs  of  improvement  that  may  not  be  so  readily 
visible  to  visitors.  For  the  past  two  years  the  staff  has  been  trying 
to  develop  a community  center  program.  This  has  been  difficult,  be- 
cause the  idea  of  a community  center  is  completely  new  in  our  area. 
The  effort  has  also  been  handicapped  by  the  lack  of  volunteer  workers 
— a necessity  for  a community  center.  We  are  grateful  to  our  board 
members  for  their  efforts  in  this  field. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  nine  organized  groups  meeting  week- 
ly. These  include  kindergarten,  sewing  club,  garden  club,  story  hour 
for  primaries,  craft  classes,  Boy  Scouts,  square  dance,  movie,  and 
week-day  religious  instruction.  A music  group  and  workshop  were 
discontinued  because  the  leaders  moved  away  and  have  not  been  re- 
placed. Girl  Scouts  and  Adult  Literacy  have  been  discontinued  be- 
cause they  did  not  seem  to  be  meeting  a real  need.  Our  average 
weekly  attendance  of  300  does  not  include  the  many  persons  that 
request  individual  services  or  the  unorganized  or  unscheduled  activi- 
ties that  take  place.  In  our  visitation  program  we  average  about  20 
home  visits  each  week. 

Last  summer  we  had  an  outstanding  Vacation  Church  School, 
and  we  held  two  day  camps.  We  plan  to  have  a similar  program  this 
summer  and  will  have  a high-school  work  camp  from  Michigan  to 
help  us. 

There  have  also  been  some  individuals  who  merit  special  mention. 
One  of  the  girls  who  attended  our  school  before  it  closed  is  now  an 
assistant  in  our  kindergarten.  One  of  the  boys  has  taken  over  the 
responsibility  of  the  care  of  the  grounds.  One  of  our  girls  is  substitute 
leader  for  our  story  hour.  There  are  other  signs  of  real  growth  in 
individuals  too  numerous  to  mention.  Last  of  all.  as  an  item  of  special 
interest,  Eva  Dean  will  graduate  from  high  school  at  Vashti  School. 
Thomasville,  Georgia,  in  June.  She  will  be  class  valedictorian.  She 
has  received  a full  scholarship  to  National  College  in  Kansas  City, 
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Missouri,  and  will  begin  her  college  work  there  in  September. 

We  are  thankful  for  these  indications  of  progress.  We  realize, 
however,  that  it  has  not  been  our  efforts  that  nave  accomplished 
these  things  but  our  Heavenly  Father  working  through  us.  We  ask 
your  prayers  for  the  strengthening  of  the  work. 

LOUISIANA  BAYOU  WORK 
Dulac,  Louisiana 
Lois  Schwarze 

The  goal  of  the  Louisiana  Bayou  Work  has  been  to  help  raise  the 
standards  of  health  of  the  Indian  families  living  in  the  community. 
Efforts  to  meet  this  goal  have  consisted  chiefly  in  counselling  and 
health  teaching  in  the  homes  and  clinic.  During  the  year  400  home 
visits  were  made  and  173  persons  were  seen  in  the  clinic. 

Regularly  scheduled  activities  have  included  a garden  club  which 
met  weekly.  The  purpose  of  this  club  was  to  teach  nutrition  and  en- 
courage the  children  to  eat  vegetables.  We  worked  in  our  vegetable 
garden  and  also  had  discussion  meetings.  Teaching  the  second  and 
third  graders  in  our  Christian  education  classes  twice  weekly  was 
also  one  of  my  regular  responsibilities. 

Special  activities  during  the  year  included  having  a Saturday 
afternoon  movie  and  discussion  on  dental  health,  conducting  Well 
Baby  Clinics,  five  of  which  were  held  with  a total  of  ninety-three 
children  seen  by  a volunteer  doctor,  establishing  home  first  aid  kits 
for  families  in  the  area  and  instructing  the  children  or  other  family 
members  how  to  take  care  of  minor  injuries,  and  Snellen  E vision 
screening  on  most  of  the  children  who  come  to  the  activities  at  the 
center. 

Providing  transportation  for  families  who  have  no  car  has  been 
an  important  service.  Sixteen  trips  to  take  people  to  the  doctor  in 
Houma,  six  trips  to  Charity  Hospial  in  New  Orleans,  and  seven  trips 
to  the  Health  Unit  in  Houma  were  made. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  try  to  estimate  any  kind  of  progress  or 
measure  any  results  of  the  work  done  in  this  phase  of  activities,  for 
here  we  are  dealing  mostly  with  attitudes  and  outlooks.  However, 
there  have  been  some  signs  of  growth  especially  in  homes  where 
economic  and  educational  standards  have  also  been  relatively  good. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  LAW 

BY  - LAWS  OF  LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE 
WOMAN’S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

Constitution  and  by-laws  for  all  Conference  Societies  will  be 
found  in  the  new  Hand  Book,  and  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Wom- 
an’s Division  of  Christian  SService. 

ARTICLE  I.  — - Elections 

Section  1.  .Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  Con- 
ference shall  be  elected  as  Conference  officers. 

Section  2.  .Officers  shall  be  elected  biennially  for  a term  of  four 
years.  No  officer  may  immediately  succeed  herself  in  the  same  office, 
with  the  exception  of  the  treasurer,  who  may  be  elected  for  one  ad- 
ditional term.  The  term  of  office  for  all  officers  shall  begin  June  1. 
The  outgoing  officer  shall  make  the  annual  report. 

To  prevent  vacancies  in  all  offices  at  the  same  time,  the  follow- 
ing shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  the  second  year  of  the 
quadrennium:  a president,  a treasurer,  a secretary  of  Student  Work, 
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a secretary  of  Youth  Work,  a secretary  of  Children’s  Work,  a secre- 
tary of  Status  of  Women,  a secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel,  and 
a secretary  of  Missionary  Service. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  fourth  year  of  the  quadrennium  the 
following  officers  shall  be  elected:  a vice-president,  a recording  sec- 
retary, a secretary  of  Promotion,  a secretary  of  Missionary  Educa- 
tion, a secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  a secretary  of  Litera- 
ture and  Publications,  a secretary  of  Supply  Work,  a secretary  of 
Spiritual  Life  Cultivation.  Election  shall  be  by  ballot,  a majority 
vote  constituting  election. 

Section  3.  (a)  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  quadrennium  the  Con- 
ference Society  shall  elect  six  delegates  to  the  Jurisdiction  Society, 
all  of  whom  shall  be  Conference  officers.  Three  of  these,  including 
the  president,  shall  be  by  office,  the  other  three  shall  be  elected  by 
name. 

(b)  If  and  when  vacancies  occur  in  the  offices  designated  dur- 
ing the  quadrennium,  the  successor  in  office  shall  be  considered  the 
Conference  representative.  Vacancies  among  those  elected  by  name 
shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

(c)  Election  shall  be  by  ballot,  a majority  vote  constituting  elec- 
tion. 

Section  4.  Delegates  from  the  Conference  Society  to  the  quad- 
rennial Assembly  shall  be  the  Conference  president  and  one  other 
Conference  officer,  elected  by  the  Conference  Executive  Committee 
at  the  last  meeting  preceding  the  Assembly.  Other  representatives 
from  the  Conference  shall  be  the  Conference  secretary  of  the  Wes- 
leyan Service  Guild  or  her  representative,  and  one  delegate  from 
each  District,  who  shall  be  a district  officer,  elected  bv  the  District 
Executive  Committee  at  the  last  meeting  preceding  the  Assembly. 
The  expenses  of  the  District  representative  shall  be  paid  by  the  Dis- 
tricts. 


ARTICLE  II.  — Vacancies 

Section  1.  When  vacancies  among  Conference  officers,  or  stand- 
ing committees  occur  during  the  vear  they  shall  be  filled  by  the  Ad- 
ministrative Committee  with  ratification  by  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee until  the  next  regular  election.. 

Section  2.  When  three  years  or  more  of  an  unexpired  term  of  of- 
fice is  filled  in  a Conference  office,  it  shall  constitute  a full  term  of 
office. 


ARTICLE  III.  — Executive  Committee 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  shall  be 
Composed  of  the  officers,  the  District  Presidents,  District  treasurers, 
District  secretaries  of  Promotion,  and  such  persons  as  the  Confer- 
ence society  may  determine.  A majority  shall  constitute  a quorum. 
Any  member  of  the  Woman’s  Division,  and  any  Jurisdiction  officers 
residing  within  the  the  bounds  of  the  Conference  shall  be  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  conference  shall  be  the  coordi- 
nating group  for  the  total  educational  and  promotional  program  in 
the  Conference  and  shall  determine  the  officer  responsible  for  pub- 
licity in  the  press. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  an  Administrative  Committee  com- 
posed of  the  president,  who  shall  be  chairman,  the  vice-president, 
the  recording  secretary,,  the  treasurer,  the  Secretary  of  Promotion, 
the  Secretarv  of  Status  of  Women  and  the  chairman  of  the  Research 
Committee.  This  Committee  shall  have  power  to  serve  as  an  Ad  In- 
terim Committee. 
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ARTICLE  IV.  — Funds 

Section  1.  Itemized  expense  accounts  may  be  submitted  in  ad- 
vance of  expenditures  or  afterwards,. 

Section  2,  Sixty  cents  per  member  shall  be  set  aside  by  the 
treasurer  for  the  cultivation  fund,  membership  to  be  based  on  enroll- 
ment as  of  the  end  of  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  preceding  year.  Ex- 
penses of  officers,  speakers  at  Annual  Meetings,  expense  of  Execu- 
tive meetings,  expenses  of  delegates  to  Jurisdictional  Conference  of 
the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  expense  for  promotional 
and  educational  work  of  the  Conference  Society  shall  be  paid  from 
this  cultivation  fund.  All  monies  in  the  fund  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year  over  the  amount  necessary  to  adequately  carry  on  the  Confer- 
ence Work  shall  revert  to  the  general  fund. 

Section  3.  Each  local  society  shall  include  in  its  budget  for  Dis- 
trict Cultivation,  an  amount  equal  to  ten  cents  per  member,  to  be  re- 
mitted to  the  District  treasurer. 

Section  4.  District  treasurers  shall  set  aside  funds  each  year  for 
the  expenses  of  a delegate  to  the  Assembly. 

ARTICLE  V.  — Districts 

Section  1.  Districts  shall  be  divided  into  zones  according  to  their 
size.  A leader  for  each  zone  shall  be  appointed  by  the  District  Presi- 
dent for  a term  of  two  years  with  the  privilege  of  re-appointment 
for  one  additional  term.  The  zone  leaders  shall  hold  not  less  than 
two  meetings  in  their  respective  zones  each  year.  A collection  may 
be  taken  at  each  meeting.  The  leader  may  deduct  any  necessary  ex- 
pense of  the  meeting  before  remitting  to  the  District  treasurer. 

Section  2.  District  officers  shall  be  elected  for  a term  of  two 
years,  with  the  privilege  of  re-election  for  one  additional  term  in 
the  same  office,  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  treasurer,  whose 
term  is  limited  to  eight  years.  One  year  or  more  of  an  unexpired 
term  shall  constitute  a full  term,  with  privilege  of  re-election.  The 
term  of  all  officers  shall  begin  June  1.  The  outgoing  officer  shall 
make  the  annual  report. 

To  prevent  vacancies  in  all  offices  at  the  same  time,  the  offices 
shall  be  divided  into  two  groups,  with  the  election  of  one  group  each 
year.  Group  number  one  to  be  composed  of:  a president,  a treasurer, 
Secretaries  of  Student  Work,  Youth  Work,  Children’s  Work,  Status  of 
Women  and  Missionary  Personnel.  Group  number  two  shall  be  com- 
posed of:  a vice-president,  a recording  secretary.  Secretaries  of  Pro- 
motion, Missionary  Education  and  Service,  Christian  Social  Relations, 
Literature  and  Publications,  Supply  Work,  and  Spiritual  Life  Culti- 
vation. The  District  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  de- 
termine the  method  of  election  of  its  officers. 

Section  3.  The  District  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed 
of  the  District  officers,  the  Conference  and  Jurisdiction  officers  and 
members  of  the  Woman’s  Division  residing  in  the  District. 

ARTICLE  VI.  — Standing  Committees 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life 
whose  endeavor  shall  be  to  quicken  the  spiritual  life  Of  all  Metho- 
dist women  by  helping  them  to  deepen  their  prayer  life  and  to  in- 
crease their  sense  of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  giving. 
This  committee  shall  keep  in  touch  with  the  spiritual  movement  of 
the  times  and  by  prayerful  research  develop  a clearer  appreciation 
of  the  meaning  of  Christian  living.  It  shall  promote  Christian  stew- 
ardship, informal  studies  and  the  use  of  the  Bible  and  other  devo- 
tional materials.  The  committee  shall  devise  definite  means  of  per- 
meating the  local  church  with  a spiritual  power  that  should  lead  to 
deeper  consecration  and  to  more  active  service. 

Section  2.  There  shall  a Standing  Committee  on  Christian  So- 
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cial  Relations  which  may  include  District  secretaries  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  or  other  specially  trained  leaders  in  the  field  of  so- 
cial action,  including  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  members,  and 
members  of  the  department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  of  the 
Woman’s  Division  residing  within  the  Conference.  This  committee 
shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Conference  Society  concerning 
the  work  of  Christian  Social  Relations  in  accord  with  the  lines  of 
work  outlined  by  the  Division  and  Jurisdiction. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Study  and 
Action,  composed  of  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Education,  secre- 
tary of  Missionary  Service,  and  secretaries  of  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions, of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  of  Spiritual  Life  Cultivation. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  consider  all  plans  and 
recommendations  referred  to  the  Conference  by  the  Jurisdiction 
Committee  on  Summer  Schools  and  Conferences;  to  make  recom- 
mendations concerning  the  use  of  approved  study  courses,  joint  study 
courses  and  cooperative  courses.  It  may  recommend  also  special  in- 
formal studies  in  line  with  major  needs.  This  committee  shall  de- 
velop a correleated  program  of  education  and  action  for  the  year 
and  make  recommendations  concerning  the  same  to  the  Conference 
Society. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Finance. 
This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Conference, 
as  chairman;  the  president,  the  Secretary  of  Promotion,  the  Sec- 
retary of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  the  secretary  of  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations,  the  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Guild,  the  treas- 
urers of  the  districts  and  a limited  number  of  women  appointed  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Conference  Society. 

This  committee  shall  meet  at  least  semi-annually,  and  on  call  of 
the  chairman.  It  shall  study  the  strength  of  the  society  in  the  local 
churches,  and  the  pledges  made;  become  informed  of  Conference  in- 
come and  disbursements,  local  financial  possibilities  and  problems; 
and  assist  by  counsel  in  the  forming  of  the  Conference  pledge  and 
budget. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Status  of 
Women.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  study  the  status  of 
women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation  and 
in  other  lands.  The  study  shall  include  the  bases  of  Woman’s  place 
and  the  questions  that  affect  her  place  in  society  and  in  the  church. 
The  committee  shall  make  recommendations  for  the  Conference  Soci- 
ety for  the  promotion  of  such  lines  of  activities  as  will  improve  her 
status  and  enable  her  to  serve  effectively. 

Section  6.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Missionary 
Personnel,  composed  of  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Missionary  Per- 
sonnel, who  shall  be  chairman,  the  Conference  president,  the  Promo- 
tion secretary,  the  secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  secretary 
of  Student  Work,  the  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  and  the  women  mem- 
bers of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board 
of  missions  and  Church  Extension,  and  of  the  Committee  on  Mis- 
sionary Personnel  of  the  Woman’s  Division  residing  within  the  Con- 
ference. Others  with  experience  in  personnel  work  may  be  co-opted. 

This  committee  shall  work  in  cooperation  with  the  committee  on 
Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Woman’s  Division.  It  shall  search  for 
consecrated  young  women  of  training  and  experience  who  may  be 
available  for  Christian  service;  it  shall  interpret  the  standards  of 
candidates  for  the  types  of  service  needed;  it  shall  explain  to  pros- 
pective candidates  the  procedure  in  making  applications  to  the  Board: 
it  shall  recommend  to  the  personnel  secretary  of  the  Joint  Commit- 
tee on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board  the  names  of  such  persons 
who  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee  shall  be  considered  as  pros- 
pective candidates;  it  shall  cooperate  in  making  plans  for  visitation 
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within  the  Conference  in  the  interest  of  personnel  work.  The  com- 
mittee shall  send  an  annual  report  of  its  activities  to  the  secretary 
of  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Jurisdiction. 

Section  7.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  consisting  of  five  members.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  watch  all  proposed  legislation  and  call  attention  to  any 
over-lapping,  conflicting  or  unnecessary  items.  It  shall  prepare  for 
use  in  the  annual  report,  a copy  of  the  By-Laws  adopted  by  the  Con- 
ference, and  the  Standing  Rules  and  Rules  of  Order.  The  Chairman 
shall  be  elected  by  the . Executive  Committee. 

Section  8.  (a)  An  Advisory  Committee  shall  be  set  up  to  help  in 
planning  and  interpreting  the  work  in  the  conference  where  there 
are  one  or  more  Rural  Work  Projects.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the 
president  of  the  Conference  Society,  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Ed- 
ucation, the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ference, the  Executive  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  chair- 
man of  the  Town  and  Country  Commission,  the  District  Superintend- 
ents of  the  districts  in  which  Rural  Workers  are  located,  and  one  or 
more  members-at-large.  The  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Town  and 
Country  Bureau  of  the  Woman’s  Division  shall  be  an  ex-officio  mem- 
ber of  the  committee.  While  the  committee  may  make  recommenda- 
tions the  actual  decision  as  to  the  area  in  which  the  Rural  Worker 
shall  serve  rests  with  the  Conference  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service.  The  Rural  Deaconess  shall  re- 
port quarterly  to  the  Rural  Advisory  Committee,  who  shall  direct 
her  work. 

(b).  There  shall  be  set  up  in  each  District  where  there  is  a Rural 
Worker,  a District  Advisory  sub-committee,  composed  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Conference  Advisory  Committee  residing  in  the  District, 
and  any  additional  members  which  the  Conference  Advisory  Commit- 
tee may  wish  to  add.  The  sub-committee  shall  recommend  to  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  of  the  Conference  the  advisability  of  continuing 
each  worker  of  the  District. 

Section  9.  There  shall  be  a Research  Committee  consisting  of  the 
District  secretaries  of  Promotion,  the  Conference  secretary  of  Status 
of  Women,  with  a chairman  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  search  for  specially  qualified 
women  in  the  Conference  who  may  serve  as  officers  and  chairmen 
of  the  Standing  Committees.  It  shall  report  its  findings  when  called 
for,  to  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  10.  There  shall  be  a committee  on  School  of  Missions 
and  Christian  Service,  with  a chairman  elected  annually.  This  com- 
mittee shall  be  composed  of:  the  vice-president,  the  secretaries  of 
Promotion,  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations, Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  Literature  and  Publications,  Spiritual 
Life  Cultivation,  and  such  other  members  as  may  be  authorized  by 
the  Executive  Committee.  This  committee  shall  plan  and  promote  a 
Conference  School  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service  which  shall 
give  emphasis  to  the  world  mission  of  the  Christian  Church  through 
the  integrated  program  of  missionary  education,  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations, Spiritual  Life  Cultivation  and  Program  Building,  and  which 
shall  train  leadership  for  the  promotion  of  the  total  program  of  the 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  11.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Annual  Re- 
port composed  of  the  Recording  secretary,  who  shall  be  chairman, 
the  president,  the  treasurer,  the  secretary  of  Promotion,  and  the  sec- 
retary of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  edit  and  publish  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Conference 
Society. 

Section  12.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  composed  of  the  Conference  secretary  of  Wesleyan 
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Service  Guild  as  chairman,  the  Guild  secretary  from  each  District  in 
the  Conference,  and  four  representatives  from  the  Woman’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service  within  the  Conference,  two  of  whom  shall  be 
the  conference  secretary  of  Promotion  and  the  conference  treasurer; 
the  other  two  to  be  elected  by  the  Conference  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild,  and  such  additional  members  as  the  work  demands.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Guild  Committee  to  assist  the  Conference  secre- 
tary of  the  Guild  in  the  promotion  of  Guild  work  in  the  Conference. 

Section  13.  There  shall  be  a committee  on  Annual  Meeting  Pro- 
gram, composed  of  the  president,  the  vice-president,  the  recording 
secretary,  and  such  other  members  as  may  be  needed.  The  commit- 
tee shall  elect  its  chairman  annually. 

ARTICLE  VII.  — Amendments 

Section  1.  All  proposed  changes  to  the  by-laws  shall  be  sent  to 
the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  thirty  days  before  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Conference,  and  copies  shall  be  made  for  dis- 
tribution to  the  delegates. 

RULES  OF  ORDER 

1.  Each  meeting  shall  open  and  close  with  a religious  service. 

2.  All  resolutions  shall  be  presented  in  writing  and  signed  by 
two  members. 

3.  Courtesies  shall  be  limited  to  ten  minutes  before  the  noon  de- 
votional service. 

STANDING  RULES  OF  THE  CONFERENCE 

1.  All  communications  from  the  Conference  officers,  such  as  cir- 
culars, letters,  literature,  etc.,  that  go  to  the  corresponding  officers 
of  the  District  or  local  society,  the  Conference  officers  are  expected 
to  provide  postage  for  same. 

2.  A Committee  on  Journal  shall  be  appointed  to  approve  the 
minutes  of  the  Conference  session.  All  minutes  of  the  Conference 
shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  the  recording  secretary. 

3.  Standing  Committees  shall  meet  for  organization  before  leav- 
ing the  seat  of  the  Conference.  Each  committee  shall  have  the  right 
to  make  its  own  quorum.  Expenses  for  an  annual  meeting  of  each 
standing  committee  shall  be  allowed. 

4.  There  shall  be  a District  committee  to  visit  home  institutions 
within  the  bounds  of  the  District,  composed  of  the  District  treasurer, 
and  the  District  secretary  of  Supply  Work. 

5.  A typist  shall  be  supplied  at  the  annual  meeting  for  the  typing 
of  committee  reports,  expense  of  same  to  be  paid  by  the  Conference. 

6.  A half  hour  of  each  forenoon  during  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Conference  shall  be  devoted  to  worship. 

7.  Each  District  Seminar  collection,  after  local  expenses  are  paid, 
shall  be  turned  over  to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Missionary  Edu- 
cation and  Service  for  the  Seminar  Cultivation. 

8.  Representation  at  annual  meetings  of  the  Conference  shall  be 
one  delegate  for  each  hundred  members  or  major  fraction  thereof. 
Each  society,  however  small,  shall  have  one  delegate. 

9.  The  hostess  society  for  the  annual  meeting  shall  provide  homes 
for  the  Conference  Executive  Committee,  and  delegates  from  socie- 
ties with  20  members  or  less.  Hotel  accommodations  shall  be  ar- 
ranged for  delegates  from  societies  with  more  than  20  members,  the 
expense  to  be  paid  by  their  society. 

10.  Thirty  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting  the  Conference  Re- 
cording secretary  shall  send  to  the  president  of  each  society  in  the 
Conference  registration  cards,  which  she  will  fill  in  the  names  of  the

delegates,  and  with  check  covering  meals,  and  mail  immediately  to 
the  chairman  of  Registration  in  the  society  entertaining  the  Con- 
ference. 

11.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  letters  have  been  received  from 
certain  business  concerns  asking  the  Woman’s  Division  to  endorse 
and  promote  through  its  channels  their  plans  to  help  local  societies 
of  Christian  Service  to  make  profits  by  selling  their  products,  we 
urge  a strong  statement  be  sent  in  reply,  refusing  such  endorsement. 

12.  Since  the  Woman’s  Society  has  a definite  responsibility  for 
support  of  the  program  of  the  Woman’s  Division,  the  Louisiana  Con- 
ference wishes  to  point  out  that  it  is  not  the  responsibility  of  the 
Woman’s  Society  officers  at  the  Conference  or  District  level  to  seek 
contributions  from  Woman’s  Society’s  treasuries  for  the  support  of 
projects  which  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Annual  Conference  or 
the  District  of  the  church. 

STANDING  RULES  FOR  LOCAL  SOCIETIES 

1.  No  new  society  can  be  reported  until  a quarterly  report  has 
been  sent  to  the  District  treasurer  and  the  secretary  of  Promotion. 

2.  In  order  that  the  society  entertaining  the  annual  meeting  may 
not  be  deprived  of  the  benefits  of  the  meeting,  meals  shall  be  served 
by  an  outside  agency. 

3.  In  case  any  society  is  not  sending  a member  as  delegate  to 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service 
that  society  may  elect  its  zone  leader  to  serve  in  that  capacity,  and 
may  also  assist  in  paying  her  expenses. 

4.  One-fourth  of  the  membership  of  the  society  shall  constitute 
a quorum  for  the  election  of  officers. 

5.  The  president  of  the  society  shall  be  responsible  for  the  call- 
ing of  an  Executive  meeting  the  last  of  each  quarter,  at  which  time, 
the  reports  should  be  made  out  and  mailed  to  the  District  officers. 

6.  The  treasurer  of  each  local  society  shall  send  a copy  of  the 
total  budget  to  the  District  treasurer  not  later  than  July  15. 

7.  The  secretary  of  Promotion  in  each  society  shall  send  the 
Memorial  Roll  to  the  secretary  of  Promotion  of  the  District  not  later 
than  March  10. 

8.  Societies  having  the  Circle  plan  of  organization  shall  shift 
the  membership  of  circles  at  least  every  two  years. 

9.  A report  presenting  all  resolutions  and  plans  adopted  should 
be  made  by  the  delegates  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  society  after 
the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conference  Society. 

10.  All  monies  remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year,  except  those  designated  for  local  work,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Dis- 
trict treasurer  to  be  channeled  by  her  to  the  Conference  treasurer. 

11.  All  appeals  for  funds  outside  the  institutions  and  agencies  of 
the  Woman’s  Division  shall  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Finance 
before  being  presented  to  the  society. 

12.  District,  Conference  and  Jurisdiction  officers  shall  be  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee  of  their  local  societies.
